N e w Y o r k , March 19th—The cutting o f 
passenger rates to Pacific coast points con­ 
tinues withont much change. The latest 
rates reported made by the Union Pacific 
were $23 first class, $15 second class from 
Missouri river points to San Francisco. 
Tickets are sold in New York at $39 50 
first class, $31 50 second class to San Fran­ 
cisco, on lower sales being reported of lim ­ 
ited tickets. No standard can be reported, 
as changes are continually being made. 
Freight rates to California points are en­ 
tirely uncertain, and it is impossible to 
nam e any definite rate. For the past week 
each road has been m aking its own rate, 
at almost any figure which suited the con­ 
venience of agents or individual shippers. 
It is reported that both the Atchison and 
Union Pacific are forcing rates down to the 
lowest point, in order to end tlie war as 
soon as possible. 


NEW VIGOR SHOWN. 


N e w Y o r k , March 19th.— New vigor was 
shown in the transcontinental railway war 
yesterday, when H untington, of the Sun­ 
set route, gave notice that it was ready to 
m ake contracts at present cut rates good 
for six months. To-day the Pacific Mail 
Steam ship Company will make long-time 
contracts. This evidence of the intention 
of transcontinental lines to prolong the 
light for traffic caused surprise in Wall 
street, where lately there lias been daily 
rum ors of an impending settlement of the 
'war. 
LATEST PHASE OP TH E SITUATION. 


N e w 
Y o r k , March 19th.— The trunk 
lines are trying to adjust their through cut 
rates west of Chicago as fast as they are 
made, but there is no uniformity about the 
rates, so they have issued no rate-sheet for 
several days, although notice was sent to 
the various trunk line agents, ordering 
them to sell first-class limited tickets to 
San Francisco for $33, with an exclusive 
ticket at Council Bluffs, which will entitle 
the buyer to $5 rebate at San Francisco; 
second-class limited tickets at $14. with an 
exchange ticket at either Council Bluffs or 
Kansas City, with a rebate of $10 at 
San Francisco, 
These rates on first and 
second-class tickets are the average rates. 
The New York Central and Pennsylvania 
are charging a little more. 
The Pacific 
Mail contract with the Transcontinental 
lines expires to-day, and the $35,000 per 
m onth wiiich has been paid the Pacific 
Mail will cease. It is authoritatively stated 
that the Pacific Mail will not enter the 
fight for California freight business, be­ 
cause, it is said, its steamers are run fully 
loaded with local freight, which pays them 
better than California business at the pres­ 
ent rales. The freight agent of the various 
lines have practically agreed to guaran­ 
tee freight rates until 
next Saturday. 
Inform ation received by the agents of the 
Morgan steamship lines is to the elfect that 
there is no strike at any points reached by 
their line or by the Sunset route, nor is any- 
apprehended. 
The 
Burlington 
route, 
which announced a rate of $40 for a round 
trip from the Missouri river to San Francis­ 
co. good for ninety days, to-day restored the 
rate to $50. The meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the trunk line pool transacted 
no business of importance.

C h a r l e s t o n , March 19th.—Reports of the 
action of the Dallas Merchants' Exchange 
and citizens of Greenville. Texas, in passing 
resolutions denouncing strikes and strikers' 
methods, were forwarded to Jay Gould here 
and he has forwarded a telegram in re­ 
sponse, in which he says : “ W ill not the 
public soon learn that it is they who pay 
the railroad pay-rolls ; that railways use its 
clearing-house to receive and disburse this 
fund, which is fully 60 per cent, of the en­ 
tire gross earnings of the railway? And 
when they- do they will probably find some 
method to regulate and control’ the labor 
engaged in railway transportation, and 
thus prevent such "strikes as the present 
one. 


BRIDGES BURNED BY THE STRIKERS. 


M a r s h a l l (Texas), March 19th.—The 
passenger train from St. Louis and one 
from the West were to meet here at 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. The St. Louis 
train arrived, and that from the West was 
m om entarily expected, it having left Hall- 
ville. thirteen miles out, on time. 
Ten 
m inutes after 4 a telegram was received 
stating that bridge No. 711, seven miles east 
o f this place, was burned down, and an­ 
other was burning. 
A wrecking train, 
loaded with bridge timbers, bridgemen, 
bloodhounds and United States Marshals, 
left immediately for the scene of the con­ 
flagration. 
Mashal Reagan offers $1,000 
reward for tiie arrest and conviction of per­ 
sons implicated in the burning of the 
bridges. He says he will have sixty more 
deputies here to-day, and will run the road 
if he has to place one at every bridge. 
General Agent Wheelock says he knows 
nothing of the reported movement to ar­ 
bitrate the difficulties between the strikers 
and the company, as reported from New 
Orleans in Wednesday’s dispatches. 
S h o c k in g T r e a tm e n t o r a G irl. 


G r e e n v i l l e (O.), March 19th. — Cora 
Green, a pretty 14-year-old girl, who es­ 
caped last Sunday from John McVey, a 
gypsy, and h>s two female companions, re­ 
lated a horrible story of her treatm ent. She 
states that she was kidnaped from her 
home near Lebanon, Ind.. over a year ago, 
and was eompelled to travel about the 
country with gypsies. McVey, she says, 
shot her in the head, kicked her. cut lier 
on the body with a hatchet, beat her with 
a club, flogged her with a buggy whip and 
outraged her person. 
He also drove a nail 
through her foot, fastening her to a board 
and swung her up to a wagon box. Marks 
of the girl's wounds are still plainly visible. 
H er parents have been communicated with, 
and they will arrive here in a day or two. 
McVey and his two companions decamped 
as soon as they learned of the girl’s escape. 
A large number of citizens are hunting for 
the party, and if they are captured lynch­ 
ing will probably follow. 


P e c u lia r a n d F a ta l 
R a ilr o a d A c c id e n t. 


F o r t W o r t h (Tex.). March 19th.—This 
afternoon an accident occurred on the 
Texas and Pacific Railroad at Iona station, 
fourteen miles west of here, which resulted 
in the instant death of engineer W. H. Met­ 
calf and fireman Dick Clark. The train 
was the through passenger from El Paso 
to St. Louis. The engineer, owing to the 
ver}- bad condition of the road, as a conse­ 
quence of the strike, was running at the 
rate of about sixteen miles an hour, 
when

struck 
something, 
and 
the 
fire-box 
was thrown out of position, causing the 
boiler to explode. 
Metcalf was hurled 
sixty feet, and Clark about 200 feet back of 
the engine. The explosion plowed out a 
huge hole beneath the engine, into which 
th e locomotive and tender fell, and were 
completely wrecked.

The names 
of those fatally injured are Mrs. Harry 
Tavlor, W illiam Taylor. Mrs.

father-in-law, and Nellie Hanken. a young 


girl about 14 years of age. 
Of the others 
injured, three were the children of Mrs. 
Taylor. 
The were quite seriously burned, 
but the physicians say they will recover. The

T h e P o litic a l C risis in E n g la n d . 


L o n d o n , March 19th.—It would be diffi­ 
cult to exaggerate the seriousness of the 
political crisis. It is impossible to say what 
may not happen. The split between Glad­ 
stone and Morley on the one hand and 
Chamberlain on the other, is complete and 
bitter. The reason why Chamberlain and 
Trevelyan have not publicly resigned is 
that the Ministers, on their resignation, are 
entitled, according to official etiquette, to- 
deliver speeches in the House, declaring 
their reasons. This, in the present case, 
would involve a prem ature disclosure of 
Gladstone’s scheme, which, of course, they 
have no right or wish to bring about. It is 
the present intention to hold a Cabinet 
Council to-morrow, when piobably all will 
be decided. Party feeling runs extremely 
high. 
Such excitement and anxiety in 
political circles about domestic affairs’ has 
never been known, and a complete break­ 
up of the Liberal party is not by any means 
impossible. The fact must not be concealed 
that Gladstone’s scheme, and with it all 
chance of home rule for the present, is in 
no slight danger.

L o n d o n , March 19th.—The weather has 
suddenly become oppreessive warm. The 
thermometer has registered 62° in the 
shade. 
It has risen 34° since Wednesday 
night. This sudden and

with heavy snow-storms, has prevailed 
over Great Britain for several weeks past, 
to almost sum m er heat, in this latitude, 
took the people entirely unprepared, and 
has been extraordinarily oppressive and 
troublesome.

Somerset's “ frosty sons of thunder’’ in the 
Pennsylvania Legislature, it fell to him to 
write, in behalf of the Democratic mem­ 
bers, a letter to General Jackson, then 
stepping across the Presidential threshold. 
Such work of the scribe was a labor of 
love, and in submitting to the caucus what 
he had written, General Ogle said: “Gentle­ 
men and members of the Democratic party. 
1 hold iu my hand a letter addressed by 
Gen>‘ral Alexander Ogle to General An­ 
drew Jackson, and I have no hesitation in 
saying that it is a damned able paper.” 
The members gathered around, agreed that 
the letter was just the thing to make Old 
Hickory’s heart thum p with satisfaction, 
and all except one, a dapper little Phila­ 
delphian, spoke words of praise. This 
dandy of the House, fixing his glasses 
and scanning the page with a critic's 
smirk, ventured to remark : “ Pardon me, 
General, I do not wish to assume to 
make a suggestion to so distinguished a 
gentleman as yourself, but I cannot refrain 
from saying that it is customary in the 
East, and I may say in almost all the civil­ 
ized countries of Europe, to write with the 
capital 1 instead of the little i in using the 
personal pronoun in epistolary correspond­ 
ence." General Ogle drew down his heavy 
brows, piercing the dandy's marrow with 
the fierce shafts of scorn that shot from his 
eye. “ Sir,” he said, beginning with a hiss 
and ending with a roar, “ when I write to 
such a great, such a towerin’ man as Gen­ 
eral Andrew Jackson, Democratic Presi­ 
dent of the United States, I abase myself, 
I abase myself, sir. I use as small an i as 
I can put on paper: but, air, if I should 
ever get to such a low down pitch as to 
have to write to such a dammed little snipe 
as you, I'd use an I, sir, that would fill two 
sheets of foolscap, so help me God!”

W a s h i n g t o n , March 19th.—Blackburn 
presented a memorial of the Legislature of 
Kentucky, urging the passage of the bill to 
prevent the retirem ent ot Rear-Admiral 
Jouett. 
Cook called up the bill to establish a 
national live-stock highway and to pro­ 
mote commerce in live-stocii between the 
States. 
[The bills set apart for ten years as 
such highway public land in range 41, 
along the east line of the State of Colorado, it 
being a fractional range, averaging about 
two miles in width.] The bill passed. 
The bill authorizing the President to ap­ 
point Lieutenant W illiam II. Randall of 
tl)e United States Navy, Lieutenant-Com- 
mander and to place him on the retired 
list with such rank was passed. 
The Chair laid before the Senate a com­ 
munication from the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the reading of which was begun 
as follows ; “ To the President pro tem. 
of the Senate: 
I have received a resolu­ 
tion of the Senate, dated February 24, 
1886, adopted by the Senate in executive 
session —— 
At this point something seemed to have 
burnt Clerk Gilfoy's mouth, for which a 
quick inhalation of breath he stopped 
short, folded up the paper and handed it 
back to the President pro tempore, who 
announced that the communication would 
be withheld for the executive session. 
The incident created for a mom ent a 
buzz of suppressed excitement in the cham ­ 
ber, followed by a deep silence. 
Platt was the first Senator to recover his 
voice. H e inquired of the Chair whether 
the communication was marked “ execu­ 
tive." 
President pro tempore Sherman replied 
that it was not. 
Platt submitted that in that case it was 
for an open session of the Senate. 
The President pro tem. said he felt bound 
to subm it the letter to the Senate in ex­ 
ecutive session. 
After another pause, Cockrell inquired 
what had become of the letter from the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 
The President pro tem. replied that on 
examination the letter was found to be an 
executive document. It not having been 
so marked, the Chair was not to blame. 
Cockrell supposed that if not marked and 
“ confidential" the open Senate was en­ 
titled to it. 
The President pro tem. remarked, with 
firmness. “ It is executive business.” 
The Chair then placed before the Senate 
the resolutions reported from the Judiciary 
Committee regarding the refusal of the At- 
torney-Geneial to furnish papers called for 
by the Senate. 
Spooner resumed the floor, and con­ 
tinued his speech in support of the resolu­ 
tions reported by a majority of the com­ 
mittee. 
After debate, the Senate adjourned until 
Monday.

W a s h i n g t o n , March 19th.—The only bill 
which gave rise to any discussion to-day 
was one to change the rank of an officer 
on the retired list of the army.

T h e A t l a n t i c S e a - B e d .— Among the in­ 
teresting results of subm arine or deep-sea 
explorations conducted under the ausnices 
of the London Geographical Society are 
those in reference to the Atlantic sea-bed. 
It would seem that the bottom of the North 
Atlantic is occupied by two valleys, the 
eastern extending from ten to thirty de­ 
grees west longitude, uml traceable as tar as 
the equator, with an extreme depth of less 
than 13,000 feet, while the western valley 
reaches from the thirtieth to the fiftieth de'- 
dree of west longitude. The two are sepa­ 
rated by a ridge in thirty degrees west long­ 
itude. along which the average depth is 
only 1,600 fathoms, and which can be 
traced northward to Iceland and south­ 
ward to the Azores ; it is volcanic in char­ 
acter at both extremities. 
Its extreme 
breadth is somewhat less than 500 miles, 
and the depth of the water increases on 
both sides of it according to the distance of 
the axis. 


A H o m e - m a d e T e l e p h o n e .—To make a 
serviceable telephone from one farm-house 
to another, only requires enough wire and 
two cigar boxes. First select your boxes 
and make a hole about half an inch in di­ 
ameter in the center of the bottom of each, 
and then place one in each of the houses 
you wish to connect; then get five pounds 
of common iron stovepipe wire, make a 
loop in one end and put it through the 
hole in your cigar box and fasten it with a 
n a il; then draw it tight to the other box, 
supporting it, when necessary, with a stout 
cord. 
You can easily run vour line into 
the house by boring a hole’ through the 
glass. Support your boxes with slats nailed 
across the window, and your telephone is 
complete. The writer has one that is 200 
yards long, and cost forty-five cents, that 
will carry music, when the organ is play­ 
ing, thirty feet away in another room.

COLO.'EL C.F. CROCKER «¡VES HIS 


VIEWS ON THE SITUATION. 


H e T h in k s T hat th e W ar w ill Last 
for a Long T im e—It is Not 
an U nm ixed E vil. 


[S. F. l ’ost, M arch 19th.] 
Colonel Charles F. Crocker, just returned 
from an inspection trip over the S. P. to 
New Orleans today, made tim e for a short 
talk with a Pusi reporter on the railroad 
situation. 
“ ' ou ask in«'what I think will be the 
result of this railroad war and how soon it 
will end?” said he. “ I will say that m y 
individual opinion is worthless, because no 
one can possibly tell w hat our competitors 
will do ; but if you wish for my opinion I 
will give it. I do not think that the war 
will end soon. 
I believe it wiil be a long, 
hard fight. 
I cannot see how it can be 
otherwise. There is no prospect, that I can 
see, of any speedy discussion looking to a 
compromise, much less a treaty. 
You will 
remember, when I was interviewed bv a 
Post reporter at the opening of the war, 
that 1 said it was more than a case of bluff; 
that the stage where peace was possible 
without war was passed, and that I did not 
believe that any treaty could be made un­ 
til one party was completely exhausted. 
I 
told you then that it was no bogus or con­ 
ditional warfare, but a genuine tight with­ 
out any reservation, and nothing has since 
transpired to alter that view of the case, it 
is a bitter battle, in which some one lias to 
be crushed before peace can be made. 


LOCAL EFFECT OF THE WAR. 
Kegarding the effect of the rate war on 
this coast, I see some cause for congratula­ 
tion to the people of this State. 
It is true • 
that merchants are embarrassid and trade 
circles disturbed by the constant cutting, 
but the steps we took to protect our custom­ 
ers by rebate, and the terrible cut made 
early in the fight ccnsiderablv ameliorated 
the element ol disturbance. One the other 
hand, the large reduction in west bound 
passenger rates lias brought thousands to 
this State who could not otherwise have 
come here, and I am pleased to see that a 
great many of them are searching among 
the valleys and garden spots of the State 
for land for investment or settlement. Of 
course the large accession of visitors to the 
State adds to our local business, and I look 
for a still greater advantage accruing to the 
State and to our companies from this in­ 
flow of men and money. 
It has for many 
years been the desire of Senator Stanford 
to make west-bound rates as low as pos­ 
sible to encourage immigration, from which 
our companies reap a perm anent advan­ 
tage in the settling up of theState and the 
attendant increase of local business, and 
our Eastern agents are doing all in their 
power now to induce settlers to take ad­ 
vantage of the low rates. 
So you see, 
though this war entails a heavv loss upon 
us, there is a bright side to it, even from a 
railroad m an's standpoint.” 


PACIFIC MAIL THREATS. 
On the subject of the threats of Pacific 
Mail to cut the rates below the possibility 
of railroad competition. Colonel Crocker 
discoursed in an amused way. 
He said : 
" W hat is the use of talking about Pacific 
Mail competition when freight is at30cents 
per 100 pounds, and passenger rates to New 
York about $25? Can any shipper be asked 
to ship by sea, or any passenger be ex­ 
pected to voyage by sea. w hen rail rates are 
at^ those 
figures? 
It is most absurd. 
W ould any one make the sea vovage and 
trip across the Isthm us to save $25, if the 
Pacific Mail carried them tor nothing? 
W hat the Pacific Mail is extending and 
strengthening its line for is not for compe­ 
tition now that the war is raging, hut to 
take advantage of the situation when peace 
shall be declared, and I should judge front 
the recent action of Mr. C. P. H untington 
that he is getting ready to battle with^Pa­ 
cific Mail on their own element should he 
find it necessary to check their demands in 
the next continental pool. W hy, at pres­ 
ent railroad rates, shippers do’ not even 
take the trouble to ask Pacific Mail to make 
a quotation. The clipper ships are all 
driven out of the trade, and you may be 
sure that steamers cannot compete.” 


WHO IS BEING HURT. 
In answer foaquestion about therelative 
effect of t;ie war. Colonel Crocker said : 
“ Of course the gross loss is greatest to the 
lines bearing the greatest interest in the 
pool—that is, the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany—but relatively the Southern Pacific 
has gained great advantages. 
We have not 
only had an enormous increase of business, 
but have had more than the proportion of 
it all than fell to us before the war. To 
give yon an idea of the vast am ount of gen­ 
eral merchandise we are taking from New 
York, I will tell you that our last steamers 
left freight on the w harf they could not 
handle, despite the fact that we are ninning 
four steamers a week from New York to 
New Orleans of 3,500 tons capacity, or a 
total of 14,000 tons of general freight per 
week. Our facilities for handling freight 
from steamer to ear at New Orleans are 
wonderful. It takes us ie s than four hours 
to load and dispatch a whole freight train. 
But the tim e we make on the Sunset route 
speaks for itself. Ot course all the freight 
we take to New Orleans is not for Califor­ 
nia. 
We carry for Texas, New Mexico, 
Arizona, and so on." 


THE CHINESE QUESTION. 
“ We have been having quite a time on 
the anti-Chinese question here in your ab­ 
sence. and the heathens arc to be boycot­ 
ted." suggested the reporter. 
*’ So I saw. And let me tell vou I read 
the proceedings of that Convention with 
the utmost 
interest,” 
replied Colonel 
Crocker. 
“ I was not much surprised, for 
it has been evident for a long tim e that the 
people of the State were not satisfied with 
the Restriction Act, and were of the opin­ 
ion that they would have to depend upon 
themselves in the future. 
I feel sure that 
the result of that Convention will be some­ 
thing rem arkable; hut it will be accom­ 
plished. in San Francisco, at least, without 
riot, bloodshed or lawbrenking. 
I am 
convinced now that McGlaslien and the 
other influential leaders will always ho 
found on the sido of law and order, and 
will do all in their pow'er to restrain reck­ 
less people from committing overt acts, 
f 
have no fear now of riot or lawbreaking. 
I have the most implicit confidence in the 
good sense and moderation of the men who 
bead this movement, though in the oast I 
have feared that trouble would come.1’ 


R e f o r m a t o r y P r i s o n f o r W o m e n .— The 
eighth annual report of the Commissioners 
of Prisons on the Reformatory Prison for 
W omen, at Sherborn, Mass.. makes an in­ 
teresting pam phlet of 52 pages. The super­ 
intendent's report shows the num ber com­ 
mitted during the year to be 247; discharged, 
290; average num ber in prison, 269. Of 
•be discharged 118 were by tickets-of-Ieave. 
There was a falling off in commitments last 
year, the decrease being m ainly for drunk­ 
enness and night-walking. Of the 63 illit­ 
erates committed 58 were intemperate, 9 
were born in the States, 2 had American 
parents, 66 foreign parents, and .58 of the 
66 were horn in foreign countries. Of the 
183 committed for intemperance 37 were 
under 21 years of age. The proportion of 
American born persons is smaller than 
usual, 110 or about 48 per cent., and of 
these 77 were horn in Xfassaebusetts. anil 
only 24 had American parents. 
Of 153 
committed on sentences of but one year, 38 
had been inmates of the prison before, 9 of 
them twice before, and 6 three times. Of 
the 63 sentenced for 2 years, only 19 had 
been inmates of the prison before. 3 of 
them twice, 2 three times and 1 four times. 
The total expenditures were $51 972 49. ' "

M o r e l ia , March 8, 1886. 
For one who has never traveled in Mex" 
ico, it requires some effort to realize that its 
Capital, the ancient Tenochtitlan, is not the 
one town worth visiting in the country, 
but that there arc scores of other cities far 
more interesting, and at least thirty or 
forty that rank in population and im por­ 
tance with Indianapolis, Kansas City, To­ 
peka, Detroit, Albany and other American 
cities of that ilk. Paris may be France, 
but the City of Mexico is no more Mexico 
than W ashington is the United States. 
An all-dav’s ride from the National Cap­ 
ital, via the Mexican National Railroad, 
over the main ridge of the Sierra Madre, 
past Toluca and down the western slope of 
the great cordillera which forms the back­ 
bone of the continent, brings one to the 
very heart of Michoacan. Morelia is but 
one of the many curious towns of large 
size but lately reached by railway, and 
there are others of equal importance re­ 
mote from any steam-car line. 
Leaving the city of Mexico early in the 
morning, you arrive at Morelia after dark 
and take the tramvia to a hotel. A dis­ 
tinctive peculiarity of Mexican railway 
stations is that they are invariably located 
on the remote outskirts of every city—by 
order of the Government, the people being 
too much afraid of the iron horse, and too 
distrustful of the American employes, to 
perm it closer proximity. 
But Iramvias 
(street-cars 
imported from the 
United 
States) are everywhere—these in Morelia 
being as recent an improvement as the rail­ 
road. 
Early in the morning the hells of the 
great cathedral will awaken you. especially 
if it happens to be on Sunday, but before 
noon you will come to the conclusion that 
church bells ring here all the time, or at 
any rate, that tne Government does not 
bold the ropes here and 
regulate the 
am ount of ringing, as in the city of 
Mexico. 
The first thing to be done, after the m an­ 
ner of the Mexicans, is to get ‘'coffee,” 
served in your room without extra charge, 
and accompanied by a small loaf of bread, 
.m inus butter. If you are so unfashionable 
as to desire a couple of eggs, they may be 
obtained for a small consideration from the 
astonished. waitei, who marvels within 
him selfat the greediness of Los Americanos. 
This light repast is the universal ilcsaytmo. 
the breakfast proper being served between 
11 o’clock A. M. and 2 i*. m . 
Strolling into 
the 
principal 
street, 
called 
the 
Calle 
Nacional, 
vou 
soon discover that Morelia has not been 
overrated, though its praises have been 
sounded in your ears 
ever since vou 
readied the borders of Mexico. It is called 
*' the City of Flowers,” and is certainly a 
charm ing old town—a city set on a hill 
that cannot he hid, in the midst of most 
delightful rural surroundings. 
Its one- 
storied casas, embowered in 
perennial 
bloom, look older than they really are, be­ 
ing mostly built of a pinkish ' trachyte 
(quarried about a mile from the citv), 
which takes on a weather-beaten aspect in 
a few years’ time. The city was founded 
about the year 1530, by the famous Spanish 
Senor Don Antonio de Mendoza, and (or 
nearly three hundred years was called Val 
ladolid. until changed" to its present name, 
in 1828, in honor of the patriot-cure, Mo­ 
relos. 
As a city of churches, Morelia rivals 
Queretaro and Guadalajara, and notwith­ 
standing the decadence of papal power in 
the republic, is still noted for its devotion 
to Roman Catholicism. It is safe, as well 
as respect ful, for the foreigner to lift his hat 
on meeting 
church dignitaries in the 
streets, and it is just as well to “ do as the 
Romans,” and Hop down upon your knees 
when the consecrated Host is carried by— 
or else turn down some other street forth­ 
with. W e are told that not a few I’rocest- 
ants have been mobbed and arrested, and 
some have been killed. The late Methodist 
Bishop. Gilbert Haven—who was as rabid 
and unreasonable in his own peculiar be­ 
lief as any Catholic in his—relates that a 
few years ago an American shoemaker was 
working at his beiich just inside the door 
of his house, when the tinkling of a hell 
announced that a priest was coming hear­ 
ing the Host. A Mexican happened to 
step into this doorway to avoid the pro­ 
cession, and, kneeling upon the floor, 
turned around to see what the shoemaker 
was doing. The latter had dropped his 
tools and was kneeling on his bench. The 
zealous Catholic demanded that he should 
get down upon the floor, like himself. This 
the American refused to do; whereupon 
the Mexican drew his readv dirk and 
stabbed him to the heart. 
Quickly the 
news spread through the town, and it was 
only at the risk of his own life that an 
American clergyman resident in the citv 
could give the murdered man Christian 
burial. W ithin the last five years things 
have greatly changed all over Mexico, even 
in Michoacan ; and though Romish power 
is still stronger here than ih any other 
Mexican State, there is little open show of 
hostility to the spirit of the age. On our 
journey hither, it happened that the Bishop 
occupied the same car. At every station 
hats came off and the bystanders "crowded 
into the car to crave the "prelate's blessing, 
as if their lives depended upon their alac­ 
rity ; and quite likely most of them thought 
that to neglect showing this mark of re­ 
spect would imperil their future happiness. 
One is sure to linger long at the great 
stone cathedral, 
it is one of the most fa­ 
mous churches in the republic, built in the 
Spanish renaissance style, and occupying 
an entire block. 
Its dark-brown granite 
has a solid and indestructible aspeci, and 
its twin towers, 200 feet high, are airy and 
well proportioned. The interior architect­ 
ure, is Doric, severe and majestic. Some 
exquisite wood-carvings 
ornam ent the 
choir, and formerly the passage-way from 
this to the high altar was"railed with solid 
silver—all of which, with most of its 
other treasures, the Liberals confiscated. 
The silver doors on the tabernacles of the 
side chapels still remain, and the fonts 
are of the peerless, translucent onyx, 
brought from the quarries of far-distant 
Puebla. It is said that this edifice received 
more than $4,000,000 during a single cen­ 
tury from 
the 
neighboring 
mines of 
Ozumatlan. A magnificent organ, built in 
1732, at a cost of $20,000, is still in use. 
Several of the old convent churches have 
become so utterly wrecked since the Gov­ 
ernm ent seized them, that one may see 
nigged soldiers quartered in ancient naves 
and horses stabled where jeweled altars 
used to stand. The vast Franciscan con­ 
vent (the oldest in Morelia, dating from 
1536) is now a dismal ruin. 
A former 
Jesuit institution, whose noble architecture 
Baron von Hum boldt deemed worthy of 
especial mention, lias been turned into a 
correctional school. Part of the convent of 
San Juan de Dios (Saint John of God) is 
now occupied by a dance-liali of the lowest 
order. Another wing, after serving some 
years as an iron foundry', has become an 
extension of the Hotel Michoacan. The 
former nunnery of Santa Catarine de Sena 
—from which the gentle sisterhood were 
ejected before daylight one morning in the 
spring of 1863, by the “ Liberal’ reformers 
—is occupied by the first battalion of Fed­ 
eral infantry, and so on to the end of the 
chapter. 
One marvels at the size and massiveness 
of these ancient convents and monasteries. 
They cover acres of ground and occupy al­ 
most every available corner. Imagination 
can scarcely portray the ctty as it must 
have appeared thirty years ago. when the 
Church of Rome ruled everything. 
Its 
population has never exceeded 30,000, yet 
tiie list of former churches and conventual 
institutions foots up to about one for every 
three hundred inhabitants. It is iaipo+si- 
ble to estimate the wealth once possessed 
by these establishments: unquestionably it 
was enornu >us; but the people at large were 
correspondingly poorer than now. 
The 
Bishop’s palace, for example, which is 
more than two hundred years old. and still 
in use. is said to have cost more than $80.­ 
000 in labor alone, for hum an labor in 
Mexico is marvelously cheap. The whole 
city is underm ined by subterranean pass­ 


ages, leading between churches, convents, 
monasteries and the inquisition. 
When 
Maximilian's cause—which was instigated 
and upheld by the church party—began to 
decline at tiie national capital, the Em- 
6 
eror caine here for sym pathy and succor, 
'oubtless in Michoacan and elsewhere the 
Romanists would be glad to have the old 
regime restored, and it is not unlikely, in 
this land of frequent overturnings, that the 
aati-church party, whose star is just now 
in the ascendant, may suddenly find itself 
in eclipse. 
Prom inent among many sights demand­ 
ing the traveler's attention in Morelia, are 
the Governor's palace, State Library. Sala 
del Congress and an elegantly appointed the­ 
ater. 
The Government printing office is 
located in the " palace,” as is also the State 
Library, which is composed of many rare 
old volumes appropriated from the con­ 
vents and monasteries during the revolu­ 
tion. The Governor’s reception-room, or 
Sala de Ricebo, is superbly furnished with 
draperies of real lace and richest damask, 
tallies, book-cases, etc., all made in Morelia 
of Michoacan rose-wood and ebony, the 
chairs and sofas handsomely upholstered, 
by native workmen, in crimson satin. 
Among tiie list of Morelia’s attractions, a 
fine plaza de torros, or bull-ring, must not 
be omitted, for it is certainly as well patron­ 
ized as any other institution. There are 
also a couple of hospitals, an asylum or 
two, a very handsome seminary and sev­ 
eral passable hotels. Among the latter, 
probably the best is La Soledad, which, 
like most of the others, is located in a large, 
cool ex-convent. 
It is romantic, to say 
the least of it, to sleep in some musty cell, 
where nuns or monks have done equal 
penance in other years, and it does not de­ 
tract from the effect to note the cross, or 
lugubrious head crowned with thorns, 
wtiich appears above your door, quite in 
keeping with the tiled or plastered tloor 
and the small grated windows. And right 
here it may he well to mention that tleas 
are among "the most celebrated of Morelia’s 
natural productions. Miraculous stories are 
related of those vivacious animals, which 
in the inns and inferior houses are a perfect 
pestilence, sometimes covering the walls in 
myriads, and literally walking off with a 
piece of carpet on the floor! 
We are told 
that the nuns used to amuse themselves 
greatly with these creatures, and even de­ 
rived considerable revenue from them by 
harnessing them in pairs to little paper 
coaches, and showing them off for a small 
consideration in several ingenious tricks.

T h e C l i m a t e a n d S c e n e r y 
o f C o r e a . 
The climate appears healthy, though the 
range of temperature m ust be exceptionally 
great. The sum mer is very hot, and the 
northerly winds which prevail during the 
winter come directly from the vast frozen 
regions of Siberia and Chinese Tartary. 
Nevertheless, the reptiles and insects ap­ 
pear to be those of semi-tropical countries. 
They are seen only in summer, but at that 
season Observatory Island swarms with 
snakes (not supposed to be vent poisonous), 
centipedes, sometimes six inches long, and 
spiders, some of them with bodies as big as 
walnuts. The place also abounds in beau­ 
tiful butterflies. 
A large spider, with a 
body striped with yellow exactly as some 
of the butterflies a>-e striped, crouches on 
the ground until one of these butterflies, 
taking the spider for another of his own 
species, alights close by. and is pounced 
upon and devoured. I’arts of the islands 
are densely wooded, and from some peaks, 
which rise to a considerable hight, the 
view on a clear day is striking." To the 
north and northeast iie the mountainous 
m ainland of Corea and the innumerable 
islands of the Corean Archipelago : to the 
southwest, forty miles distant, is the large 
and lofty Corean island of Quelpaert; and to 
the east may be just made out on the hori­ 
zon the distant Japanese islands of Tsu-si- 
ma and Goto.—[London Spectator.

E d s . R e c o b d - U n i o n : Some of your late 
issues made mention of the unaccountable 
cause of deaths occurring among sheep in 
Douglas county, Oregon. 
Ever since I 
watched your columns, anxious to find 
some suggestions, if not discussion, upon a 
subject so im portant. Although an expert 
in breeding of sheep, and acquainted with 
the diseases those animals are subject to, I 
cannot form an idea regarding the fatal 
disease shown in the Oregon flocks. 
H av­ 
ing no knowledge of the locality where these 
sheep pasture.I am unable to form an opin­ 
ion. If the land is marshy, where prob­ 
ably horse or ground-leeches are found, the 
cause of the disease may be attributed to 
it, but to arrive at a conclusion it requires 
a great deal of patience and observation, 
and if flockiuasters are too careless or indo­ 
lent to give their time to an investigation 
they will suffer, and deservedly so, for their 
neglect. Marshy or any low-lying lands, 
where water lodges and very gradually 
evaporates, often cause the disease knowii 
to experts as fluke, in sheep, for which, as 
yet, no cure iias been discovered. Sheep 
attacked by these parasites fatten in the 
j first stages of the disease, and should be 
disposed of when in such condition (at 
this tim e the meat is wholesome); but if al­ 
lowed to go on they will fall off rapidly, 
and drop down dead. There is no space in 
your columns to fully discuss this subject, 
and, not being acquainted 
with 
the 
nature of the pasture, 1 can not say 
what the disease may be, nor form an idea 
as to cause. A tlockmaster should on such 
occasion, very closely examine the liver of 
the sheep—tiie seat of the fluke—but this 
should be done with a microscope. 
The 
parasite is easily detected by an expert, but 
those unacquainted with the disease would 
not be able to discover th e presence of the 
parasites with the naked eye. Sheep past­ 
uring near the seashore are ant to become 
diseased by what, in Australia, is known as 
the coast disease. 
Foot-rot, seal) and ca­ 
tarrh sheet) are subject to ; 
but none of 
them are fatal unless by shameful neglect 
and improper treatment oi their diseases. 
From a communication from the honorable 
the Commissioner of the Agricultural De­ 
Department, it appears as if fluke is preva­ 
lent in Oregon. 
A report which reached 
him stated that sheep were dying from the 
presence ot what he (the correspondent) 
termed leeches. I have no doubt that the 
disease was fluke, or rot, in sheep. 
Fluke, 
also, is found in cattle, but less fatal than 
in sheep.

t r e a t m e n t or v i n e s 
f o r m i l d e w . 
United States Consul M. J. Newmark 
of Lyons transmits to the State Depart­ 
m ent the translation of a letter read before 
the Academy of Sciences from M. A. 
Millardet, detailing his treatm ent of grape­ 
vines for mildew and rot. The process and 
its results have since been examined by M. 
Prilleux, Inspector-General of Instruction 
in Agriculture, acting under the direction 
of the Minister of Agriculture, who con­ 
firms all that M. Millardet claims for his 
discovery. 
M. l’rilleux states that he 
visited the estates of Langoa, Leoville, 
Mouton d'Armailhac, near Pamelac; ISeau- 
eaillou, in tiie poiumune of St. Ju lie n ; 
Danzac, near Mcrgaux ; and Salle de Pez, 
at SL.Estepbe, and that at all these places 
he made careful investigations and found 
that the vines attacked by mildew had 
been treated with the m ixture of sulphate 
of copper and slaked lime in the m anner 
indicated by M. Millardet, and with the 
most gratifying results ; he strongly rec­ 
ommends, however, that the treatment 
! should be applied as soon as the mildew is 
discovered, as it is much more effica­ 
cious than when used later, although 
it is beneficial at any stage of the disease. 
M. Prilleux says: " In summing up, it ap­ 
pears to me to be established by the facts 
that I have verified in the Medoc district, 
th at the sprinkling of vines with a liquid 
composed of about 8 per cent, sulphate of 
copper, mixed with slaked lime, arrests the 
progress of mildew and permits the com­ 
plete m aturity of the grapes on the affected 
vines. This treatm ent is simple and inex­ 
pensive, and it is to be hoped that next 
year all viticulturists will use it. The 
earlier the remedy is applied the better the 
results will be.” ’ M. Prilleux further re­ 
ports thal the Peronospera (parasite) of the 
vine belongs to the same family as that of 
the potato, and it is reasonable to suppose 
that the same remedy will prove as benefi­ 
cial for one as for the other. 
In suoport 
of this hypothesis he says that at the ¿h at­ 
ean Langoa the tomato vines were attacked 
with a disease that, from appearances, was 
due to the development of tiie parasite of 
the potato, which, as is well known, also 
attacks the tomato. M. Jouet, the manager, 
treats them the same as he did the vines, 
and entirely cured them. 


e x t e r m i n a t i n g i n s e c t p e s t s . 
The San Jose Mercury has the following 
concerning remedies used in Santa Clara 
county for insect pests: 
In his travels 
throughout the county. Orchard Inspector 
Bascom is questioned daily regarding re­ 
liable recipes for the extermination of the 
scale hug. and in obedience to a general 
desire has obtained from a number of lead­ 
ing growers and nurserymen recipes which 
they have found effective, a few of which 
are herewith 
submitted. 
All that are 
quoted are for spring and sum m er use, and 
are applied cold: 
A. Block, Santa Clara—One pound of 
American concentrated lye to one gallon of 
water, or one-half pound of lye, caustic 
soda, or concentrated potash, to one and 
one-quarter gallons of water. 
John Rock—One pound of concentrated 
lye to each gallon of water. This will not 
only kill the scale, but, if applied an­ 
nually during the season when trees are 
dormant, will be found a preventive. 
R. D. Fox—One and one-lialf pounds of 
sal soda to one gallon of water, adding one 
and one-half 
gallons of whale oil to 
twenty-five gallons of the mixture. 
For 
pears has used with great success coal oil 
110° pure test, but would not recommend 
pure coal oil for any other tree. 
Newhall,Settle, Hannay—Whale-oil but­ 
ter, composed of one gallon of water, three 
quarts of milk, three quarts of whale oil ; 
:nix through force-pump and then add 
twenty gallons of w ater; mix well and ap­ 
ply cold. Or, one gallon of whale-oil soap 
to six gallons of water, add one gallon ot 
coal oil, mix well, and then add nine gal­ 
lons of w ater: keep well stirred. 
I). C. Vestal—One pound American lye 
and one gallon of whale oil to four gallons 
of water. For a summer wash, use seven 
gallons of water instead of four. 
Mr. Proctor, spring wash, especially for 
red spider—Four pounds whale-oil soap 
and one-pound of buhach to ten gallons of 
water. 
For scale, for spring or summer— 
One pound of concentrated lye to eight 
gallons of water. 


i m p o r t i n g o r a n g e t r e e s . 
A number of the W asliingtcn Navel 
orange trees have been lately brought to 
this section from Los Angeles and have 
been distributed to different sections of the 
country. It is always desirable toimprove 
on the quality of the fruit products of the 
country. W hether the bringing of trees 
here that are acclimated is good policy is a 
question to be settled by time. There is, 
however, one thing in relation to this sup­ 
ply of trees that is very objectionable. 
They have the black scale, a pest with 
which this section has heretofore been a 
stranger. 
Unless the utmost care is taken 
the whole country will be infested with it. 
Those who purchase the trees should sub­ 
ject them to a thorough cleansing of the 
bugs. The trees are small and the work 
can be done easier before planting than 
after. The black scales adhere to the wood 
of the tree. 
The red scale does not.— 
[Marysville Appeal. 


COMMISSION CBqOKEDNESS. 
A California correspondent of the Chi­ 
cago Journal writes the following concern­ 
ing a commission man of that city : 
" As 
an instance of the way some of the orange 
growers of the State have been victimized 
bv the dishonest commission men, I will 
give a case as I heard it from a grower. 


‘ We gathered our fruit,’ he said, ‘ packed it 
well, and sent a carload to Chicago. To be 
sure that it was properly looked after while 
on its way there, my brother went along 
with the car, and as" we liad some doubts 
about the correctness of returns sent to us 
on previous occasions, we thought we would 
entrap the commission dealer should he be 
disposed to act the part of the rascal. 
So my brother had instructions to ob­ 
serve carefully the arrival of the fruit, 
see it sold, note the prices and buy a few 
boxes himself. 
The oranges arrived in 
splendid condition, and being extra fine 
ones, sold for $4 and $5 per box. My 
brother purchased half a dozen boxes at $5 
per box. and when the returns were sent us, 
what was our astonishment to find that our 
oranges had arrived in very bad order, and 
that they had sold for$l per box. I im medi­ 
ately started for Chicago, and finding my 
man, surprised him by demanding a check 
for $1,000. which was the am ount due on 
the oranges. 
He, of course, manifested sur­ 
prise, and said there must be some mis­ 
take: hut when I showed him the receipt 
I had for the oranges that my brother had 
bought, lie had nothing more to say, but 
paid me the check at once.” 


p r o f i t s o f a l f a l f a . 
P. McCarthy,who resides about ten miles 
southeast of Hanford, informs the Times 
that lie cut from thirty-five acres of alfalfa 
24,000 pounds of seed, or an average of 685 
pounds to the acre. This is an unusually 
large yield, and it proved to be an ex- 
tremelv profitable one. 
Part of the seed 
was sold for Si cents, and part for 11 cents 
per pound. The net profit on the seed was 
$1,600, or nearly $46 per acre. 
In 1S83 Mr. 
McCarthy cut 5.000 pounds of alfalfa seed 
from a six-acre field.—[Tulare Times. 


f r o s t a n d f r u i t . 
The injury done to early fruits by the re­ 
cent frosts has not been so great as was ex­ 
pected. A portion of the almonds and early 
peaches have been destroyed, but enough 
remains to insure a fair yield. The yield, 
while not so large as we should have had 
without the frost, will be of a better qual­ 
ity. The outlook for an abundant yield of 
grapes, apples, pears and plums is very 
flattering.—[Lower Lake Bulletin.

The first half of a hen's litter of eggs 
will weigh more than the last half. 
Keep your hens in a dry shelter during 
the wet season, or you "will have trouble 
from roup. 
Dark colored eggs from Brahmas or Ply­ 
mouth Rocks always sell for five to eight 
cents a dozen more in the Boston markets 
than light colored eggs. 
It is cheaper to buy pure wheat for feed 
for poultry than screenings at one-fourth 
the price. 
You know w hat vou are celling 
in the sack of wheat, but what food value 
there may be in the screenings is not 
known. 
The Guernseys are fast coming into 
favor as rivals of the Jerseys, being larger 
in size and hardier, 
it is said that they 
give deeper-colored milk than the Jerseys, 
and, though not so numerous as the latter, 
cun compare with them , proportionately 
in numbers, in butter produted. 
An Eastern writer says that the old- 
fashioned pear trees, that came from seed­ 
lings, were not only hardy, but grew to 
very large size and lived for manv years. 
They were not subject to blight or ‘other 
diseases. The blight was unknown until 
the system of grafting became extensively 
practiced. 
Sheep fatten most rapidly at two and 
three years old, says a contemporary. 
By 
feeding one-year-old sheep will increase in 
weight more rapidly than when older. 
\\ bile they will fatten also at this age, the 
flesh is not esteemed as when older, as it is 
more watery. 
Lambs taken very voung 
anti fed high are fattened and made pal­ 
atable. But when fattened for profit, as 
well as other animals, they should be ma­ 
tured in growth first. 
The roots gather from the soil all those 
substances which form the ash of the 
plant, and also nitrogen, usually in the 
lorni of a nitrate. These substances are 
taken up in solution* 
The plant food 
must be dissolved before it can be used. 
Hence, in applying fertilizers, we must 
take into consideration the readiness with 
which they will dissolve as well as their 
composition. And it is the ready solubil­ 
ity of commercial fertilizers which gives 
them a practical value as well as the m at­ 
ter of which they are composed.

INTERESTING REPORTS ON GERMANY 
United States Consul-General Raine, of 
Berlin, reports to the Department of State 
an important paper of seventy-four closely- 
printed pages, on Germany in 1884-5. The 
Statistical facts of production, population, 
industry and wealth of a nation with 
which we are so closely related commer­ 
cially prove of great interest, since 
they are rich in suggestion. The whole 
paper, together with supplemental papers 
bv other Consuls and published with it to 
the extent of sixty-four other pages, shows 
that, more than any other European coun­ 
try, Germany has grown in the preponder­ 
ance and wealth of her industries, and 
particularly in schools for technical in­ 
struction in spinning, weaving, embroidery, 
etc. ijliip-building is cited as practically 
a new industry, founded and brought to 
the highest state since the inauguration of 
tii ’ new Empire. Germany has, by neces- 
sijvylieen driven to find new ways and 
means for the employment of her people, 
and has thus far succeeded, as have few 
other nations. In 1810 the area of the 
German Empire had but 24,831,390 pop­ 
ulation. By steady advances the popula­ 
tion rose- to 1880, when it aggregated more 
than 45,250,000 of people. Yet, between 
1871 and 1885, no less than 1,300,272 per­ 
sons emigrated from Germanytand themajor 
portion of these came to me United States. 
In 1885 the emigration showed a marked 
falling off, declining by more than one- 
fonrth. It is fair to attribute this de­ 
cadence in the population-losing process to 
the bettered conditions in Germany, the 
advance of industries and the greater oc­ 
cupation of the jieople, supplemented by 
the new colonial policy of Bismarck. 
The population of Germany increases 
about 
1.50 j>er cent., 
while 
that 
of 
France increases only 
at 
the 
rate of .36. Thus within forty-seven years 
German population will double, while that 
of France will not thus repeat its numbers 
in less than 290 years. The German in­ 
crease, indeed, exceeds -that of Great 
Britain, Netherlands, Austria, Belgium or 
Denmark. It is easily seen, therefore,why 
the colonial policy has been so actively 
pushed. At itli dec-lining emigration and 
rapidly increasing population the neces­ 
sity for extending German dominion is 
unavoidable, and that policy will unques­ 
tionably lie the rule of the empire for the 
next decadeor more, and will remain a pop­ 
ular one with the German people. Among 
the first of her outreaehing on this line 
was the South African acquisition of 900 
German square miles. Following this, 
German colony companies secured recog­ 
nition of the flag in Angra, Pequeña, Cam­ 
eroon, East Africa, New Guinea and sev­ 
eral of the South Sea Islands. All Germany 
to-day is of one mind on the question of 
increased export trade as a counterbalance 
to overproduction. This sentiment secured 
the passage of the bill to subsidize Austra­ 
lian, West African and East Asian steam­ 
ship lines, and which, when Bismarck’s 
policy was misunderstood, had been re­ 
jected by the Reichstag. Upon the heels 
of the new jiolicy came the organization of 
workmen’s colonies. They grew out of the 
development of a tramp class in Germany, 
owing to the great number of unemployed 
working people. One philanthropic citi­ 
zen set out to remedy the evil. He bought 
waste lands for reclamation, erected build­ 
ings and established what are now known 
as workmen’s colonic»-. In these the trades 
are practiced, and industry and thrift take 
the place of idleness and want. Now there 
Sire scores of such colonies, the Govern­ 


ment has given countenance and aid ot 
them, and the new system is universally 
(Kipular and the tramp nuisance is disap­ 
pearing in the empire. While manufact­ 
uring industries have increased in number 
and bulk of products, prices have 
naturally 
declined 
under 
domestic 
comjietition. 
As 
a 
remedy 
the 
effort is now being made to proportion 
production to consumption. 
But the 
workingmen have derived 
advantages 
from this new condition of things. 
They 
have permanent work and unchanged 
wages, and their deposits in the savings 
banks increase. This means a decline, 
and which is shown by the report, of rev­ 
enues and annuities derived from capital 
invested in loans at interest, or in indus­ 
trial enterprises. The report is even more 
pregnant with interest on the topics of 
agriculture—which is advancing while the 
prices of its products decline, and the grow­ 
ers are becoming more and more involved 
in debt—imparts of cereals, German rail­ 
ways, bimetallism, production of beer and 
spirits, beet sugar, tobacco, forestry, fisher­ 
ies, mining, mechanics, technical schools, 
cloth and carpet manufacturing, making of 
musical instruments, chemicals, bronze 
goods, knitted wear and leather goods ; the 
condition of shipping interests, Germany’s 
foreign commerce, her trade with the 
United States, etc., but none of these inter­ 
esting subjects can now be taken up. On 
the last-named topic, however, we trespass 
ujion space to say that the report points 
out that Germany looks to the United 
States as the foreign market of chiefest 
importance to her. 
LAYING OUT A NEWSPAPEE. 
The New York Times scored Senator 
Mitchell for daring to propose the abroga­ 
tion of the Burlingame treaty, and all 
others permitting Chinese 
immigra­ 
tion. 
The Times added : 
“ It may 
be stated, also, for Mr. Mitchell’s in­ 
formation, that treaties cannot be amended 
or abrogated by statute law.” As a rule 
newspaper law is bad law. Seven times 
out of ten, when the newspaper man 
ventures to write of the laws of the land 
without previous examination of the stat­ 
ute book, lie blunders. The rule held good 
in the case of the Times. It “ got off” its 
opinion within an hour or so after Senator 
Mitchell introduced his bill. On the 26th 
of February, Mr. Mitchell spoke on the 
bill, and immediately proceeded to “ lay 
out” the Times, and the Washington Post, 
that had chimed with it. He drew atten­ 
tion to the fact that the decisions of the 
Supreme Court of the United States es- 
tabl is bed the doctrine that Congress may 
abrogate or repeal a treaty, and that a sub­ 
sequent Act of Congress repeals the pro­ 
visions of a prior treaty, in so far as it con­ 
flicts with it. He next cited the sixth 
article of the Constitution, as justifying his 
bill, that provision linking treaties, the 
Constitution and the laws together as the 
supreme law of the land. He then read 
Story, for the benefit of the newspaper 
lawyer, who, in hits exposition of the Con­ 
stitution, holds that the treaty-making 
power is subordinate to the fundamental 
laws and Constitution, and that it cannot 
change the form of the Government, or 
annihilate its constitutional powers. Hence 
the power to treat cannot destroy or nullify 
the power to legislate given by the Consti­ 
tution. The Constitution invests Congress 
with the power to regulate commerce with 
foreign nations and the Burlingame treaty 
is but a regulation of commerce, and did 
not impair the right or power of Congress 
to legislate adverse to it in regulating 
commerce, lie recalled history to hisaid, 
and cited Congressional action in 1798, 
when Congress passed laws abrogating our 
treaties with France, declaring them of no 
more binding effect or force. 
In the 
Florida claims case Attorney-General Crit­ 
tenden decided that an Act of Congress is 
as much tjie supreme law pf the land as 
li ireaty, and that the last expression of 
the law-making power must prevail. At­ 
torney-General Akerman in 1870 decided 
that a treaty and a statute are of equal 
rank, aud that the earlier in date yields to 
the later. A Circuit Court-of the United 
States (Curtis’ Reports) early decid­ 
ed that it is absnrd to hold that 
only the President and the Senate 
can modify or repeal a treaty. 
The Su­ 
preme Court of the United States, in the 
Cherokee tobacco case, held that a treaty 
may supersede a prior Act of Congress, 
and an Act of Congress may supersede a 
prior treaty. In 1879 the President of the 
United States, in his message on the Chi­ 
nese question, declared that the question 
of the ilower of Congress to terminate a 
treaty is free from controversy. The Forty- 
fifth Congress, by a vote in the House of 
155 to 72 (01 not voting), and in the Sen­ 
ate by 39 to 27, declared in favor of the 
power of Congress to abrogate the Burlin­ 
game treaty, and did, so far as Congress 
could without Executive approval, abro­ 
gate and repeal it. The Senator went con­ 
siderably further with his proofs, but 
enough have been cited to show that jour­ 
nalistic constitutional expounders are not 
always to be taken at their own valuation. 
WORD STANDARDS. 
Tile Chicago Current, admitted to be an 
exponent of the art of conciseness and an 
exemplar of fine writing, says it is taken 
to task by the purists for using “ equally 
as well.” and is also advised to refrain 
from using “ that much,” and never to put 
any word between the “ to” and “ lie” of 
the infinitive mood. The Current pays 
very little attention to the grammatical 
critics, who as a rule are forever in am­ 
bush, like a lieast of prey, awaiting the 
opportunity to [tounce upon newspaper 
writers, whose work is of necessity done 
under more or less of pressure and in haste. 
Henry C. White, of the University of 
Deseret. I tab, comes to the rescue of the 
Current, however, and challenges the au­ 
thority of the purists to set up as literary 
censors. We echo the inquiry of Mr. 
White, by what authority do these “ self­ 
sufficients” dictate ? Good English grows, 
and usage is its soil. The strangest weeds 
in its beds, by the cultivating processes of 
use, become useful factors in the language. 
Mr. W hite cites the word “ mugwump” as 
a purely fanciful invention, but which the 
philologists of Yale now contemplate with 
equanimity as proper enough for the next 
edition in lexicography. The truth is that 
in the langnage of to-day men cease to in­ 
quire into roots or reasons or the compo- 


instance of this truth, in the origin of the 
word “ selfish.” Prior to its birth a body 
of philosophers and scientists labored to 
coin a word expressive of the sordid qual­ 
ities, the direct opposite of the generous. 
Finally a word was hammered out of 
Greek or Latin roots and given to the 
world, upon which it fell flat and was re­ 
fused acceptance. Presently, however, a 
laboring man,with no pretensions to learn­ 
ing, hit upon the idea of a new termi­ 
nation to the old word “ self,” and lo! 
“ selfish” was born, joyfully received and 
came into popular use. “ Boycott ” 
is 
another 
word 
literally 
with­ 
out 
legitimate 
literary 
parentage. 
“ Tote ” is mere plantation slang. 
“ Hu­ 
manitarian ” has been wrenched from its 
original meaning, divorced from its Latin 
derivative, and made to do duty to the 
popular demand for forcible designation of 
the humane person. “ Irriguous ” has 
practically died out of use, while not 
even yet can “ irrigable ” be found 
in any modern dictionary, yet there 
is no word known to-day that can take its 
place and convey so clear an idea of a cer­ 
tain class of lands. Despite the protests 
of philologists and good speakers and writ­ 
ers, “ avocation,” which is by no means 
synonymous with “ vocation,” is, by much 
usage lieing put cheek by jowl with 
th.it word. Admit that it is popular igno­ 
rance if you please, but the fact remains. 
The word “ condign,” from the Latin con- 
dignus, originally meant “ well merited,” 
and in the time of Sir Thomas More, and 
even later, was employed in that sense ; 
but by usage it has acquired, as Dr. Hodg­ 
son puts it, " the false signification of 
severe,” and is now uniformly employed to 
express the idea of severe punishment. 
Another striking instance of the autocratic 
rule of usage in vulgarizing to suit the 
needs of expression, is the decadence of 
tiie word “demean” from its pure etymol­ 
ogy, “ to conduct or manage,” to the ex­ 
pression of the idea of baseness. Mr. Teall 
is led to ask concerning this word, “ Why 
not boldly adopt the word ‘ bemean,’ 
everywhere regarded as vulgar, and so ex­ 
clude from the dictionaries—though ety­ 
mologically a correct word—in order to re­ 
store ‘demean’?” We could continue 
with similar examples of the growing and 
changing processes in the world of usage, 
for hours, but the purpose of commenting 
at all on the purists’ criticism is to give 
emphasis to Mr. W hite’s objection to the 
presumption of this school of critics. Mr. 
\V iiite holds that the just measure of 
words must be their responsive quality. 
“ That much,” we suggest to him, is a 
phrase 
of 
emphasis, and as 
such 
why may 
it not lie excused for 
the very purpose it 
accomplishes ? 
Mr. A\ hite 
holds that it expresses 
a definite idea, is convenient, and there­ 
fore useful, and if useful, is justified. Thus 
much, indeed, may be said of all words 
and phrases that grow into usage by reason 
of “directness of appeal to tho heart and 
undersianding of the masses,” as our new 
protestant so neatly puts it. 
THE SOUTH 
AND ITS 
CLASS. 
LABORING 


Californians are exerting themselves to 
engage colored people of the South to 
come to this State to fill lalior fields, and 
the fact creates uneasiness in the South 
among the labor employing class. 
While 
the negro population increases much more 
rapidly than the white, so too does the 
demand for labor augment there. The 
South is broadening her industrial field 
rapidly, and the belief is entertained that 
if she has not now, she will very early 
need all her laboring people. At the same 
time the negro at the Sontli is finding out 
that he is privileged to go elsewhere, and 
that new countries offer him special op­ 
portunity for advancement. The result of 
these conditions must be to fortify his 
démaml for larger rewards for his labor, 
and to render the Southern people 
more kindly disposed to him. In any 
event, therefore, he is to tie benefited. As 
yet no considerable exodus has taken 
place ; nor will there be any large emigra­ 
tion if the local status of the colored man 
is improved. The South is his home ; in 
all aspects it is most congenial to lain. 
Naturally he is attached to •home. His 
race never has been noted for nomadic 
habits. He is easily contented and will 
prefer to remain in the South, unless the 
inducements to depart are very much 
stronger than those to remain. On the 
whole, therefore, it is not to be anticipated 
that there will be any considerable dis­ 
persion of the colored laborers of the 
South. 
T he Courier-Journal of Louisville has 
entered upon a crusade against the farm­ 
ing-out convict system at the South, which 
takes convict labor out of prison and puts 
it into competition with free labor. 
It 
declares that the State lias no right to bur­ 
den a particular community with the con­ 
centrated weight of the general penal sys­ 
tem which is maintained for the protection 
of the entire commonwealth. 
The State 
lias no right to destroy the livelihood of a 
particular neighborhood in order to reduce 
somewhat the administrative expenses of 
the government to the State at large. The 
State has no right thus to tax a part of the 
community to the extent of taking away 
the very bread of the victims in order to 
mitigate the tax burdens of other sections. 


T h e North American Review has done 
good work in disabusing the public mind 
of a belief that has long been prevalent— 
that the relations lietween Halleck and 
Grant were continuously unpleasant, and 
that the former was worse than unkind to 
the latter. The Review publishes letters, 
not before given to the public, tiiat passed 
between Halleck and Grant from May, 
1862, to February, 1865. These clearly 
demonstrate that while there was a cloud 
immediately after the fall of Itonelson, 
that thereafter the most friendly and cor­ 
dial relations existed between the two 
Generals.

SEW PUBLICATIONS. 
The second volume of Mr. Blaine’s 
“ Twenty A'cars of Congress ” is at hand 
from J. Dewing A Co., San Francisco. The 
volume embraces 724 pages, is even a more 
compact volume than the first. Concern­ 
ing the style and method of Mr. Blaine, 
we have already commented. I’erhaps the 
literary tone of the second volume is more 
elevated than the first; it is certain that 
the text is more ornate and the evidences 
of special care to give it literary finish are 
patent. It retains, however, the force and 
strength of conciseness and plainness of 
speech. The volume opens with the in­ 
stallation of Andrew Johnson as President, 
and analysis his entire administration. 
Upon the views of Mr. Blaine on this im­ 
portant political period, and his interpreta­ 
tion of motives and acts we shall dwell 
hereafter. The funeral ceremonies of Lin­ 
coln, the effect of his death upon the coun­ 
try, the military review in honor of the 
final Union victory and an analytical 
examination of 
the great achieve­ 
ments oí the armies of the East and 
West conclude the second chapter. The 
reconstruction problem, and the contest 
between Congress and President Johnson, 
are then taken up, and probably no part of 
the volume is possessed of such profound 
interest as this. Indeed it may he said to 
be the key to all the subsequent text. AA’e 
cannot here and now speak of the masterly 
treatment of the subject as it deserves, nor 
as inclination prompts us. It shall have 
treatment hereafter. In this section of his 
work Mr. Biaine takes occasion to express 
his disbelief in the story that President 
Johnson approached Grant with a view of 
ascertaining whether, if it should be deter­ 
mined to constitute a Congress of Demo­ 
cratic members from the North and Rebel 
members from the South, the army could 
be relied upon to sustain sucha movement. 
Mr. Blaine denounces this story as an in­ 
sult to the loyalty and patriotism of Gen­ 
eral Grant, in the bare suggestion that be 
would so much as listen to such a proposi­ 
tion. He quotes the testimony of the 
General on the impeachment trial as suf­ 
ficient to dissipate the scandal into thin 
air.AVe reach the 15th chapter before we 
come to the Grant Presidential campaign. 
This takes us more than half through the 
volume, so that three-fourths of the two 
volumes are devoted to the period of the 
two decades treated, prior to 1.368. From 
the seventeenth chapter to and inclusive of 
the twenty-fifth, the administration of 
Grant is the leading topic. From the 
twenty-sixth to the twenty-ninth, which 
closes the volume, the text relates to the 
period between Grant and Garfield. The 
appendix contains a reply to Hon. Galusha 
A. Grow’s criticism of Mr. Blaine’s state­ 
ments in the first volume relative to course 
of the anti-siaveiv men in 1S61 ; the Recon­ 
struction Acts ; the Tenure of Office Acts ; 
the articles of impeachment of President 
Johnson, and lists of the forty-first, forty- 
second. forty-third, forty-fourth, forty-fifth 
and forty-sixth Congresses. The volume is 
rich in portraiture of distinguished men. 
Blaine’s book, now complete, stands before 
the country for its impartial judgment. 
We believe that it will be received as a fair- 
minded, broad and statesmanlike paper; a 
political history and criticism of greater 
value, accuracy and breadth than any that 
has preceded it. Though the first volume 
has been before the people many months, 
it has received less adverse criticism tiian 
any political work in the history of the 
country, and practically no exceptions have 
been taken to its recital of faeis. A strong 
partisan, Mr. Blaine has not permitted his 
party interest to invade the judicial atmos­ 
phere with which he invested himself 
when he undertook this work. So far as 
human ability could do so. we believe he 
has divested himself of partiality and bias. 
His volumes will remain land-rnarks in 
the political history of the Republic of 
lasting importance and foremost promi­ 
nence. 
T h e g r e a t C o n s p i r a c y : I ts O rig in a n d H is­ 
t o r y . By John A. Logan. New York: A. K. 
Hart & Co. Sau Francisco: A. L. Bancroft A 
Co. 
This fine work is being presented to the 
people by the subscription method. It is 
to appear in varied bindings and at prices 
that accommodate medium purses. From 
advance sheets before us, we judge that 
General Logun has been far more success­ 
ful in this historical endeavor than even 
his best friends anticipated. Certainly his 
opportunities to acquire accurate informa­ 
tion concerning the history of the “ Great 
Rebellion,” in which, as a defender of the 
Union, lie played so important a part, have 
not been surpassed by those enjoyed by any 
writer. He begins with a history of Afri­ 
can slavery in America in 1G2Ó, traces it 
through the controversy between the Col­ 
onics and Flugland in 1699, and down to 
the Missouri compromise. He then ad­ 
vances from this preliminary retrospect to 
a consideration of the chief cause of the 
American Revolution, taking up the tariff 
debates and issuesrpassing on to the forma­ 
tion 
ot the Union, 
its 
growth, 
the birth of the heresy of State 
Rights, and down to the period when 
the slavery question overshadowed ail 
others and culminated in the doctrine of 
“ Popular Sovereignty," and finally pre­ 
cipitated the country into civil war' His 
treatment of all the steps of political his­ 
tory to this great and bloody end is clear, 
detailed and forcible. 
The subsequent 
chapters on maturing of the secession con­ 
spiracy, the rise of rebels, the rejection 
of peace overtures', the dawn of freedom 
for the American slave, the causes of se­ 
cession and the results ol the war, the 
status of the freedmen, the piace of the 
copperheau, the trials of Lincoln, tiie trea­ 
son at the North, the amendments to the 
Constitution, the collapse of tho conspir­ 
acy, the assassination of Lincoln, the re­ 
construction of the South, the passing over 
of the dark clouds, the dawn of the better 
day. and the present prospects of the re­ 
public, are masterly strokes of vigor and 
truth. The text is.not ornate as would be 
that of the finished literary scholar or the 
accustomed historian, but there is warmth, 
energy and strength that more than com­ 
pénsate for absence of great elegance and 
much adornment. The work will become 
popular ; it has in it ali the elements of 
popularity. It is marked by an originality 
of treatment that distinguishes it among 
all of the many books written concerning 
our political history. The advent of the 
volumes of General Grant and S. 8. Cox 
have whetted the appetite for just sncli a 
book as we find this to be. It differs 
from all others relating to the war. in that 
it treats entirely of the conspiracy that led 
to the war. And in the recital and analysis 
there is.disclosure of much new fact and 
much confirmation of old suspicion. It is 
a gathering up and marshaling of proofs 
that have not before been wholly grouped. 
General Logan has demonstrated his abil­ 
ity to search the pages of history intelli­ 
gently and with analytical power. He car­ 
ries his research back to the seventeenth 
century and arrays historical data in most 
pleasing form, and so far as the pages be­ 
fore us permit us to judge, in a manner 
that makes them unassailable. A’ery evi­ 
dently he has been more than careful to 
fortify his statements by proofs. 
From Oliver, Ditson A Co., Boston. New 
York and Philadelphia, we have a “dollar” 
new music book, entitled “ Choral Wor­ 
ship.” 
It is by the well-known music 
writer and compiler, L. O. Emerson. 
Church music-book3 are less frequently 
issued than in former decades. For a 
time there was so radical a change in 
church choirs that there was but small de­ 
mand for these books. But the old style 
is beine revived and “ Psalm and Hvmn 


Tunes ” are coming again into use as of 
old along with chorus choirs. To meet the 
change Mr. Emerson presents this new 
book ol 320 pages with fine anthems, 
motets and sentences, and only 75 pages 
with hymn tunes, among which however 
there are many that will be favorites. He 
also provides an excellent singing-school 
course, which fills 100 pages, and contains 
much fine secular music. At the end of 
the book are a few selections for concerts, 
From the same firm ( Ditson A Co., Bos­ 
ton ). we have “ Perkins’ Book of Easy 
.Anthems,” by W. 0. Perkins, Mus. Doc. 
It sells at $1; contains 192 pages. Mr. Per­ 
kins is a widely-known and accomplished 
music writer and editor. To make a good 
anthem book requires a peculiar tact and 
training.. None but a good harmonist can 
do it. Anthems always have words from 
the Scriptures or from well-known hymns. 
AVords for music usually suggest their own 
melodies. Now the Scripture words, “ The 
Lord is great, and greatly to be praised,” 
and most of the others used in anthem 
books have been composed scores of times. 
How is it possible to make new tunes to 
them ? Herein consists the especial merit 
of successful antheni-makers, of which Mr. 
Perkins is one. About half the anthems 
in the volume are of his own composition 
or arrangement, and one-half by other 
well-skilled composers. 
“ The Story of the Jews ” is one of the 
series entitled “ The Story of the Nations.” 
It is a large Svo, issued by G. P. Putnam’s 
Sons, New York and London, and is for 
sale at $1 50 by A. L. Bancroft A Co., San 
FTanciseo. 
It is by Janies K. Hosmer. a 
Professor in Washington University, Mis­ 
souri, and the author of “A Short History 
of German Literature.” The volume is 
freely illustrated and has explanatory 
maps. Professor Hosmer has made his 
volume very interesting, though it is of 
necessity brief in its treatments. The third 
part, “ The Breaking of the Chain,” is un­ 
questionably the best of ail the divisions of 
the work. It treats of the modern Jew and 
the representative Jews of modern times, 
and is naturally a field in which the author 
felt himself less involved, and more free to 
speak his mind. In considering character 
an probing human motives, he is an 
adept. 
That attractive, brilliant and thought- 
stimulating book, “ Obiter Dicta,” has been 
reprinted by John 1!. Alden, New York, in 
his new form of long and narrow pages. It 
sells at 40 cents, and being a standard essay 
volume, will thus come within the reach 
of the most modest purses.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Til* W ounded Man’. Condition. 
Bartholomew Roche, who was shot by 
W illiam Griggs Thursday evening, was 
yesterday reported to be in a critical con­ 
dition. The ball that penetrated his right 
side could not be found by the physician 
in attendance. 
Roche's version of the 
difficulty is that he was returning home 
when he saw Griggs cutting kindling on 
his porch, and, stopping to talk, began 
chaffing 
him by saying that lie would 
have him boycotted for having bis washing 
done by a Chinaman. Griggs got angry, 
ran at him and struck him on the forehead 
with the ax he was using, then went into 
the house. 
Roclie endeavored to follow 
hun. and finally kicked in oneof the panels 
of the door. Griggs then opened the door, 
and Roche went in. 
During the difficulty 
that ensued Griggs lired two shots, and 
then ran out of the house, Roche pursuing 
him along 1 hird street for some distance. 
He says he was well acquainted with 
Griggs, and didn’t think he would take 
Ofiense at what he said. 
The blood about the front and back 
doors of Griggs' bouse would indicate that 
jvoclie tried them both in bis endeavor to 
gam entrance. There was also blood on 
the floor of tne house, and there bad evi- 
denlly been a struggle, as a stove was upset. 
The hole in the door was not large enough 
for Rcehe to have crawled through, as it 
was alleged by some that he did. 


Perem ptory W rit G ra n te d —Yester­ 
day, when the mandam us ease of The 
Bank of D. O. Mills & Co. vs. D. J. Oulla- 
han, State Treasurer, to compel the latter 
to pay one of the warrants drawn by J. \V.

The habeas corpus case of J. H. H arlan 
was concluded yesterday before Judge Mc­ 
Farland, and he was admitted to bail in 
the sum ol $40,000. 
A bond was im medi­ 
ately made up, In ten times the amount, 
by friends of Mr. Harlan who were present, 
as follows : G. W. Scott, J. D. Stephens, 
N. Wyckoff, B. W. Stephens, H. P. Mer­ 
ritt, F. Bullard, Jason W atkins, J. H . Glide, 
Jam es Farris and R. S. Carey, each signing 
for $40,600. The argument occupied the 
Court from 10 a . m . to 5 p. m . Messrs. Craig 
and Highton argued in favor of the de­ 
fendants being admitted to bail, and Messrs. 
H art and Clark against it. The arguments 
were ail lengthy and able. 
In rendering his decision. Judge McFar­ 
land said : I has listened with a great deal 
of interest to the very full and able argu­ 
ments made on either side in this matter, 
with a mind entirely free from any disposi­ 
tion towards the one side or tbeotber when 
the arguments commenced. 
I d .-ire to 
say nothing, if I can avoid it, which can 
possibly affect the final disposition of this 
case before the jury when it shall he 
brought before them for trial. The ques­ 
tion here, of course, is not whether or not 
the defendant upon the present state of the 
case is guilty or not guilty of any particular 
crime. That is not a matter for this Court 
at this time to decide. The defendant is 
charged with a crime, and is suffering im ­ 
prisonment preliminary to the trial. Now, 
the only purpose, of course, of this pre­ 
liminary imprisonment of a person who is 
merely charged with crime, is to secure his 
presence before the Court which has the 
jurisdiction to try him. W hen the State 
imprisons a man whoischarged w ithcrinie, 
and who is afterwards declared to be 
innocent, 
the 
State, 
of course, 
has 
done that 
man 
a 
manifest injustice, 
which no doubt would be remedied if it 
were not that: the num ber of such cases 
makes it impracticable. The State has no 
right to punisli a man before conviction, 
but, from the very necessity of the case, 
the State is compelled fiequently to im ­ 
prison a man uniustly, because there is a 
reasonable ground for charging him with 
the commission of crime. If he were not 
held, in most cases he could not be pro­ 
cured at the tim e of the trial. W hen the 
party, however, is able to give baii, the 
policy of the Saw is to allow him to 
secure 
his attendance by giving bail. 
In that class of cases, formerly, the matter 
was only within the discretion of the officer 
examining the case. 
Under our Constitu­ 
tion a man is entitled to the right to bail, 
except in one particular rlass of cases. 
Now in this case' I apprehend, from all its 
surroundings, that there is no doubt—at 
least no reasonable doubt—that this de­ 
fendant will be present when the tim e for 
bis trial comes. 
1 hardly think that the 
prosecution itself has any reasonable doubt 
of that fact. He therefore ought to be al­ 
lowed to be discharged on bail, if the 
Court 
has 
the 
power to 
allow 
it. 
It is claimed in this case that the of­ 
fense is not bailable, because the State 
Constitution provides that bail shall not be 
allowed in eases where the crime charged 
is a capital one, and where the proof of 
guilt is evident and the presumption great. 
It is claimed also, under a clause of the 
Penal Code, that the power of the Court to 
allow bail in such cases is taken awav. 
That constitutional question has been ar­ 
gued here with a great deal of force 
on both sides. 
My present impression 
is that the 
Legislature had the right 
to prevent the Court from allowing baii in 
the class of cases mentioned. 
The reason, 
I suppose, that the law provides for no bail 
in capital cases is because the fear of deatli 
is the highest and the strongest motive 
that can influence the hum an mind, and I 
suppose that the theory upon which the 
law is founded is that where the danger of 
capital punishm ent is great, the induce­ 
ment to 
escape would be 
so 
over­ 
powering 
th at . no 
am ount 
of bail 
would 
am ount 
to 
absolute 
security. 
I presume that is the ground on which that 
distinction is made. 
The question, therefore, resolves itself to 
this: W hether or not, in this case, the 
proof is evident and the presumption 
strong that the defendant is guilty, or 
would probably be convicted of a capital 
offense—that is. an offense the punishm ent 
of which would be death. Considering all 
the circumstances of this case, as they ap­ 
pear 
now 
before 
me, 
I 
am 
not 
prepared 
to 
say that 
the 
proof is 
evident 
and 
the 
presumption 
clear 
that he is guilty of a capital offense. That 
is a matter for the jury to determine. II. w 
they should determine it—how they will 
determine it—is not form e to say ; hut. 
considering all these circumstances, I .am 
not prepared to say that th e evidence is 
such, and the presumption i« -ticli, that bail 
m ust he refused on. account of 
this 
being a capital offense. 
It does not seem 
clear to me that a jury would convict the 
defendant of murder in the first degree, and 
it is still less clear, tiiat in cas ■ of stieh con­ 
viction, the punishment v. • 
d be capital. 
In my judgment, therefore, the defendant 
should be admitted to bail. 
In fixing the amount of bail, however, I 
thinK the circumstances of the defendant 
as developed here should be considered. 
A [.arty entitled to bail, whose circum­ 
stances are such that lie is not able to give 
a large hail, slioul i not he required so to 
do. 
But considering the nature of this 
case, I think the defendant ought to be 
held in a large am ount of bail, so as to add 
further security for his appearance for trial, 
1 will adm it the defendant to bail in the 
sum of $40,000.

The officers and men who take an active 
interest in rifle practice are considerably 
exercised about the condition of the ranges, 
which are now on Twelfth street, north of 
B. 
On account of the overflow, it has been 
pretty well demonstrated now that the 
ranges are practically useless for nearly 
half the year. It has been proposed to 
build raised walks from the firing point to 
the targets, and raise the targets and the 
bulkheads, but the cost of this work would 
be considerable, and after the work was 
done there would be no guarantee of its 
being permanent, as the next high water 
might float the walks away. 
It is difficult 
to get a good range near the’ city, on account 
of the level surface of the land in every 
direction. We learn that it is the intention 
of a party to look up a site across the river 
where the men could shoot from the levee 
back into the tules. Such a location mav 
be found opposite R street, or a little be’- 
lqw, where the ground is high and practice 
could be kept up uninterruptedly all the 
year round. 
It is a pleasant wal’k at all 
times across tlie bridge and down the levee 
or those who prefer could cross in small 
boats. The shade is good and surroundings 
pleasant. 
The cost of putting up the 
targets would be light, as bulkheads would 
not be needed. From action already had 
by prom inent officers in the N. G. 0. look­ 
ing to the necessity for all National Guards­ 
men to be at least fair shots, we judge that 
a law will be passed next winter to compel 
ad to fire a certain num ber ol shots each 
month—the amm unition to be furnished 
by the State. This is a m atter that all 
should take an interest in, and we hope to 
be able to record the fact very soon that 
perm anent ranges that will be accessible all 
the year, will be at the service of our 
soldier boys in this city.

GRADUATION OF MR*. JOSH EEL 


A n E v e n t tu r H in d u sta n a n d fo r l'liila - 
d l p h i a . 
It will be remembered that last June 
Gopal Vinayak Joshee, a Hindoo Brahmin, 
lectured before the Museum Association in 
this city, and by his plain talk excited 
lively interest and no little controversy. 
He went from here to the East, to be pres­ 
ent at the graduation of his wile at a Phil­ 
adelphia college. 
A few weeks ago a 
Hindoo woman of wealth and high caste 
passed through Sacramento for Philadel­ 
phia to be present at the graduation. To 
those who remember Joshee and the debate 
as to whether tie was what he claimed to 
be, the following from the Public Leila tr. of 
Philadelphia, of March 6th will be of in ­ 
terest : 
“ On next Thursday, March 11th, at the 
Academy of Music, at noon, the W oman’s 
Medical College will hold its thirty-fourth 
annual commencement, and will graduate 
over thirty doctors of medicine. 
Among 
them will be the high-caste Hindoo woman, 
Mrs. Anandibae Joshee, whose husband, 
late an official under the Government of 
India, has come to this country, and also 
her cousin, the learned Pundita Rharaabal, 
to witness the notable ceremonies. 
When' 
one knows the extreme seclusion in which 
the high-castc women of India are kept, 
being restricted to the personal attendance 
of the most ignorant women in cases of 
illness, or, as in Bengal zenanas, only be­ 
ing alibwed to put the tongue or the wrist 
through a slit in a curtain for the inspec­ 
tion of a man physician, the graduation of 
the first medica! woman from llindoostan 
is an event of historical importance, it 
probably will not 
be long after 
Mrs 
Joshee returns to India that the patients 
on her visiting lists will be compelled to 
leave the comforts of their own rooms, 
when a little baby is born, and go down 
into the cow-shed and lie upon 
the 
earth 
for twenty-eight 
days. 
Alreadv 
the presence of American medical women 
in India has done something towards intro­ 
ducing an enlightened treatm ent in these 
upper-class circles of India, but a native 
Brahmin doctor, a woman, whom no pa­ 
tient will loose caste by touching, will be 
about the greatest benefactor that America 
can send to the Hindoo world. It m ust be 
mentioned here that our Western ideas of 
refinement and high breeding do no more 
titan indicate the qualities which these 
high-bred Hindoo ladies possess. 
Mrs. 
Joshee would need no lesson or hint from 
the most thoroughly well-bred woman in 
this country. Apparently tlie oldest of the 
Old World races can give points in consid­ 
erate etiquette to the newer nations. Any 
one who should judge these ladies in their 
characteristic Oriental costumes as being 
thereby natives of a half-civilized race, i 
would itave only to talk with them or meet I 
them daily, as the Professors of the Wom­ 
en's College have done, to be quickly set 
right in this respect. 
Ii is marvelous, too, 
tlie readiness with which Mrs. Joshee has 
been able, not merely to understand col­ 
loquial English, but to follow easily the 
scientific terminology and teachings of the 
medical schools."

AT THE BAY. 


OBSERVANCE AND SERVICES ON 
ST. PATRICK’S DAT. 


Obsequies of Senator M iller—Poli­ 
ticians Beseeching the Governor 
—Various W ays of the W orld. 


Sa;» Francisco, March 18. 188G. 
Yesterday was St. Patrick's Day, the na­ 
tal day of the patron saint of the Emerald 
Isle, who banished from that oppressed 
land the frogs and snakes. I know that 
frogs have their uses, and I suppose snakes 
have also. I have seen rattlesnake used as an 
’ article of food, and must confess that 1 have 
myself partaken of the flesh of that variety 
of serpent, and found it fully a3 palatable 
and more delicate than that of the eel. The 
recipe for cooking rattlesnake is to cut its 
head'ofl before it gets a chance to bite it­ 
self, as the varmint has a trick of stinging 
itself when wounded, and the virus instan­ 
taneously permeates the entire body and 
renders the flesh poisonous. Having killed 
your game, strin off the skin and cut in 
sections, as you would an eel, and fry 
brown in boiling bacon fat. The flesh is 
white and sweet, but to have a true appe­ 
tite for rattlesnake—knowing that it is rattle­ 
snake—one must be hungry and have been 
living for some time on salt food, when 
anything in the shape of fresh food, from 
prairie dog to grizzly bear, is welcome. As 
to the frogs, I think St. Patrick made a 
financial mistake in evicting them from 
Ireland, as if he had allowed them to remain 
they would now constitute a productive in­ 
dustry in supplying the markets of London 
and leading continental cities, in which 
there is a large and profitable demand for 
frogs. 
San Francisco cannot get enough frogs to 
supply the demand, even at $6 a dozen at 
the fish stalls, and $5 a dozen for frogs’ legs 
and trimmings at a French restaurant. The 
ever economical French restaurateur in 
culinary matters also offers you a dish of 
stewed frogs, made up of the remains after 
the legs are amputated. This dish consists 
principally of minute bones, frog skin and 
sauce. My advice to persons eating stewed 
frog ¡3 to eat the sauce and let the rest 
alone. They would probably do that any­ 
how. for there is hardly enough of the rest 
to detect with a microscope. 
In my digression about snakes and frogs, 
I had almost forgotten about the celebra­ 
tion of Saint Patrick's day in San Francisco. 
A better effort was made to celebrate it 
this year than for many years past, and the 
management was in the hands of repre­ 
sentative and intelligent men, and it would 
undoubtedly have been a great success but 
for the heavy rain-storm and muddy 
streets, which interfered somewhat with 
the procession. However, there was more 
interest displayed, and more influential 
men took part in the celebration, than for 
a number of years past. 
SEXAROE M ILLER. 
The remains of the late John F. Miller, 
United States Senator from California, ar­ 
rived in this city from Washington to-day, 
in charge of the Congressional escort and 
delegations of the Grand Army of the Re­ 
public and Loyal Legion, which went up 
the road to meet the funeral train. The 
body was placed in the mortuary chape! of 
Trinity Church, where the Veteran Guard 
of George H. Thomas Post, G. A. R„ will 
mount guard over it until the funeral on 
Sunday. In all my experience in Califor­ 
nia, covering a period of over a quarter of 
a century, I have never seen such universal 
and sincere regret for the death of a Cali­ 
fornia public man as is expressed for the 
death of John F. Miller That this respect 
and regret are fitly bestowed is within my 
personal knowledge. While he never at­ 
tempted to pose as either a hero or a states­ 
man, he was both in a degree. A brave 
and dutiful soldier, an upright business 
man, a warm friend and an honest, able 
and conscientious public otlicer. he died 
full of honors, but unfortunately in the 
prime of a career which, if not brilliant, 
was upright and honorable. 
THE OPERA. 
A n auction sale of seats for the season of 
grand opera of Her Majesty’s Opera Com­ 
pany, under the generalship c: íhé ever- 
trrepressible Colonel Mapleson. was held at 
the Grano 0 ”?nl House to.day. Despite 
the active pr“t;Ci,ce of numerous clacquers, 
'“or " cappers,” as we would say in the ver­ 
nacular, ami a good many dummy bids, the 
sale was not strictly a success. Some choice 
seats were bid in at high prices by mem­ 
bers of the elite and young men anxious to 
shine in society, but the public at large 
were not enthusiastic nor disposed to part 
witii a week's income for one night of 
otiera. Lovers and appreciators of music 
whose financial resources are limited will 
wait for the popular nights, when they can 
get as much opera for a dollar as Mr. and 
Mrs. Ingot can get for $100. At all events, 
society folks don't go to the opera for the 
sake of the music, but to see and be seen 
and to show oil their good clothes and 
jewels, and some of them are even frank 
enough to confess that they don’t know 
any more about Ualian opera than a sand- 
lot labor demagogue knows of political 
economy. 
A PESTERED GOVERKOR. 
Governor Stoneman has quarters at the 
Occidental Hotel and the halls and corri­ 
dors of that usually quiet and respectable 
hostelry are overrun with Democratic poli­ 
ticians seeking to get the Governor's ear 
on the appointments to the successorship 
to the places made vacant by Senator 
Miller and Harbor Commissioner Irwin. 
To representatives of the press the Gov­ 
ernor cautiously saj’s that he is not offi­ 
cially aware of a vacancy in the srat of 
Benator M’.üér, and therefore has not yet 
given a thought to the matter of his suc­ 
cessor, As a number of leading Stockton 
Convention Democrats are constantly in 
council with him, perhaps he is more con­ 
fidential with them. He complains, how­ 
ever, that he is “ pestered to death ” with 
politicians. Mr. Stoneman’s friends say 
he is a good deal like a petty jury—the 
Lord himself can t tell what he is going to 
do until he does it. 
THE RATE WAR. 
The railroad passenger rate war is 
“ working both ways,” so far as passenger 
movemeutis concerned, and though to an 
on-looker it seems as though the move­ 
ment is greater cast ward than westward, it 
is stated by those informed that the differ­ 
ence is hut little. That we are receiving an 
extraordinary number of strangers is evi­ 
denced by the fact that with remarkably 
extensive hotel accommodations for a city 
of this size, the proprietors of hotels of all 
classes have their hands full in furnishing 
quarters for guests. 
OPES PRIMARIES. 
The new-tledged Republican bosses—the 
Chute-Conroy crowd—are moving the 
slums to substitute open primaries, under 
the Porter law. for the existing club svs- 
tem. This they are doing uttder the cloak 
of reform. The club system is bad enough 
in all conscience, but 'it is respectable as 
compared to the primary election methods 
as pursued in San Francisco. A respectable 
citizen, wlto lias his business to attend to. 
is scarcely given a show to express his 
preference at the primary polls of his partv. 
At an early hour the bosses form a fine of 
toughs, who hold the line till the polls 
close, alternating places with each other, 
and a respectable citizen may stand for 
hours before reaching the polls, unless he 
expresses an intention of voting the boss 
ticket. . If he protests, he is liable to 
be hustled by the toughs, and be is lucky 
if be escapes without personal injury, ft 
the bosses' men are sure he will vote their 
ticket, a place is accommodatingly made 
for him at the head of the fine. He thinks 
he is voting. He isn’t; he is merely ex­ 
pressing the will of a gang of political pi­ 
rates. If he is fortunate enough to get an 
opportunity of voting the other way, he 
has no surety that his vote will be counted. 
Hence respectable and intelligent citizens, 
who know these methods, do not vote at 
the primary elections oí their party, and 
thus are deprive*! of the expression of 
their honest preference and forced to 
quietly submit to the governing powers 
being usurped by a lot of conscienceless 
wreckers. 
POLITICS AND COOLIES. 
As has ever been the case in this city ia 
the agitation of the Chinese question, poli­ 
tics is' being injected into it. This is the 


fatal stab to the cause every time. Dema­ 
gogues and adventurers seek to ride into 
office on it; adventurers, blatherskites and 
political cranks bring it into disrepute by 
violent or silly harangues and mouthings, 
and the consequence is that instead of get­ 
ting sympathy in the East toward the 
abatement of the evil, we onl r receive con­ 
tumely and ridicule. 


Preserving Fence Post*. 
An English farmer writes : After all that 
has been advanced in favor of other com­ 
pounds, it is very doubtful for ordinary 
country work whether there is anything 
handier, cheaper, or more effective than 
common coal-tar for coating fences and 
other wood it is desired to protect from the 
effects of the weather. Much, however, 
will depend on the way in which this is 
used. To cover moist wood with this sub­ 
stance, whether it proceeds from the natu­ 
ral moisture or atmospheric dampness, is 
very bad policy. To insure anything like 
success in the matterof durability the wood 
to be operated upon must be us dry as pos­ 
sible. This, of course, is equally true of 
paint, but it is of tar that we are now 
speaking. 
When the woodwork to be 
coated is as dry as can lie, and the tar ap­ 
plied hot, there need be little fear that it 
will fail in its purpose. The chief 
difficulty 
lies 
in 
the 
matter of 
posts 
at 
the surface of the soil. 
Many 
plans 
have 
been 
tried 
to 
overcome the decay which almost invaria­ 
bly sets in here first. Even here tar is val­ 
uable; but according to experiments which 
have been made to test the best method of 
applying it, it appears that the most satis­ 
factory results have been obtained when 
the wood is charred. As to the way in 
which this charring should be effected, 
there seems to be scope for ingenuity. One 
gentleman has tried the plan of first cover­ 
ing the extremities of the posts, which are 
set in the soil, and then burning the tar oft 
again. This, it is alleged, makes a surface 
which will resist decay. If this is so, the 
operation is simple and is worth trying. 
The charring should be carried to some 
distance above the ground level, and after 
the fence is erected the whole ot it above 
ground can be coated to make the appear­ 
ance uniform. The plan of first heating 
the posts and then dipping them in boiling 
tar is said to answer well. 
Sizes of Boots and Shoes. 
Nominally there is now one-third of an 
inch in length and one-twelfth of an inch 
in width between contiguous sizes of shoes. 
Thus: in women’s shoes the width 11 is 
supposed to be l-12th of an inch bruader 
than the width A. C is l-12th inch wider 
than 13, and so on, F being usually the ex­ 
treme width of women’s in general use. 
lint the sensitiveness of 2 portion of the fair 
sex on the subject of wide feet has induced 
many manufacturers to label their wide 
goods EE. This width is really l-12th 
broader than E. Upon the notion of get­ 
ting close lit. also, many ladies have got 
into the habit of calling for C and i. or D 
and J. If such exactness of measurement 
were obtainable it would signify that CJ 
was 1-24 inch wider than C. Rut,as a mat­ 
ter of fact, no manufacturer splits his sizes 
as fine as that. Lengths of shoes are al­ 
most us much demoralized as widths. The 
beginning of the scale in lengths of shoes is 
a child’s 0, which should be just four 
inches in length, and each additional size 
should add one-third of an inch. A child’s 
0 being four inches in length, a child's 0 
would consequently be five inches long, 
and a 13 would be six and one-third inches 
in length. The numbers begin at 1 again, 
which is six and two-thirds inches long. A 
man's 8 should be nine inches long. But 
it has become so customary to abridge half 
a size, that when a manufacturer receives 
orders for men’s shoes 6s to 10s. or women’s 
3s to 7s, he knows very well that his custo­ 
mer expects 5Js to 9As in one case, and 21 
to 61 in the other.—[Boston Commercial. 
B londes and B runettes In G erm any. 
Thirty-two per cent., or almost a third of 
the German youth, are blondes; fourteen 
percent, are brunettes; while all the rest, 
fifty-four per cent., must be classed as 
mixed. This mixture is not a homogene- 
one, but includes all intermediate varie­ 
ties. One class of the German population 
forms a decided exception to these aver­ 
ages, viz., the Jews. Jewish children show 
only eleven per cent, of blondes, but fortv- 
two per cent, of brunettes. Their greater 
parity of race is shown by the small ratio 
of the mixed class among them. The 
blonde type is particularly prevalent in 
Odenburg and the neighboring more north­ 
erly communities; it is rarest in eastern 
BaiSfia and Alsace. A canton (Wildcs- 
bsusen) in Oldenburg has fifty.*-* per cent, 
of its population blondes, while Roding, a 
town m the second group, has only nine 
per cent., a difference of forty-seven per 
cent. The former has only four brunettes 
to each one hundred inhabitants, while a 
southern town in Alsace has as many as 
thirty-one to one hundred. The distribu­ 
tion of jlie blonde type is much wider than 
that of the brunette type, which is only a 
secondary type. A canton in Wuertem- 
berg shows the largest ratio of the mixed 
class, sixty per cent., while Pomerania 
shows the smallest, forty per cent. The 
same contrast between the north and the 
south is shown in Belgium and in Switzer­ 
land. In southern Austria the brunette 
type is especially marked, but here the 
mixture with the Slavic people adds a com­ 
plication. 
Capacity of the H orse's Stom ach. 
The Farm.. Field and Stockman has some 
interesting facts concerning the horse’s 
stomach. It says: The capacity of the 
horse’s stomach is three gallons. The 
capacity of that of an ox is five gallons. 
The horse must, from the size of his sto­ 
mach, receive food in small quantities and 
frequently. The ox does not require to be 
fed so frequently, for he can take a very 
large meal at a time, and then employ a 
considerable time in remasticating it. The 
capacity of the pig’s stomach is compara­ 
tively small—two gallons—and the pig, 
therefore, requires to be fed frequently] 
The capacity of the sheep's stomach is in 
proportion to the ox’s, aqd it must be fed 
similarly. 
Professor Dick found that a horse not 
working could be kept in fair condition on 
twelve pounds of hay and five pounds of 
oats, but if a good amount of work has to 
be done he should receive fourteen pounds 
of hay and twelve pounds of oats and two 
pounds of beans. We know of many 
horses that receive twenty pounds of oats 
and two pounds of beans, and hay ad lib., 
but they are used for very fast work, and 
are kept in prime condition. The quan­ 
tity of sustenance food depends on the na­ 
ture of the anim al; some require very lit­ 
tle, others a great deal. Young animals 
require far more than old animals ; fat ani­ 
mals more than lean ones, and so on. Two 
pecks of steamed potatoes, with nine 
pounds of barley meal and a little salt, 
given every day to a pig weighing twenty- 
four to twenty-eight pounds, will make it 
prime fat in nine weeks. 
Messrs. Lawes & Gilbert found that if a 
1,400-pound ox were taken from grass and 
put under cover he would gain about 
twenty pounds weekly by being fed daily 
on crushed oil-cake, eight pounds; chopped 
clover hay, 'thirteen pounds; turnips, 
forty-seven pounds. 
The late Dr. Voelcker gives the follow­ 
ing as a distinctly fattening sheep diet: 
Sixteen pounds clover hay, four ounces 
linseed cake and 312 ounces mangelwurzel. 


NEW YORK FASHIONS. 


I m p o r t a n t D e v e l o p m e n t . — About six 
months ago while Messrs. Robinson, Bat- 
tev & Currv were running a drain tunnel to 
their Ella mine on Rush creek, four miles 
west of town, they encountered a chute of 
ure heavily sulphuretted and rich in free 
gold. Since that time they have put the 
property in shape lor extensive and sys­ 
tematic working, and are now engaged iu 
developing the deposit. They find it to be 
quite large and in every way more valuable 
than their preliminary observations had led 
them to think it was. Within the next week 
or two crushing will begin regularly, and 
there is every indication that the results 
will be highly profitable. This mine lias 
been opened in the face of that most seri­ 
ous obstacle, a lack of working capital. A 
long bed-rock tunnel has been run, hoist­ 
ing and milling machinery has been erect­ 
ed, and a shaft has been sunk to a depth of 
100 feet. Heretofore there has been no at­ 
tempt at deep mining in that part of the 
township, none of the explorations extend­ 
ing more than about thirty feet below the 
surface, and yet thousands of dollars have 
been realized by the desultorv workings of 
the numerous ledges that abound there.

Spring and Sommer M aterials—New Bon­ 
nets, Hats, Trim mings, Etc. 
[Written for the Record Cnion.) 
New Y ork, March 10, 1886. 
In choosing canvas there can be no mis­ 
take. tt is the fabric of the day ; the back­ 
ground to I know not how many pictures, 
and provided ycu see among illumina­ 
tions, embroiderings, stripes, lace works j 
and other diverse imaginings, the familiar 
threads, travel on with confidence and be 
sure, among a dozen forked roads, that any 
one will be the right one. Let me partic­ 
ularize. Illuminated canvas shows on the 
groundwork a corruscation of colored wool 
threadings of which the general effect re­ 
sembles some rich mosaic—too rich in 
itself, but toned down by a plain combina­ 
tion ; embroidered canvas we can readily 
imagine, more or less elabórate and usu­ 
ally done in wool, but sometimes iu silk. 
Striped canvas is quite a feature. 
A very jubilee of color is reached in gay 
Roman stripes, but from such elevation 
every note is sounded to a subdued shading 
of one hue. Chaste and stylish contiasts 
are noticeable, and noticeable, too, are the 
patiene canvas dresses brought out with 
the lower skin wrought in bayadere stripes 
of graduated widths, commencing, of 
course, wide at the bottom. Lace effects 
are a creation, and we have all sorts of va­ 
riations, from patterns where the original 
canvas warp and woof almost disappear 
by reason of fancy weavings'to those which 
show limited lace touches traversing the 
plain surface ut intervals only. Other ma­ 
terial, moreover, combines with canvas; vel­ 
vet stripes on figures give diversity ; bou- 
rette dottings sparsely cover, and occasional 
boucle loops afford evidence that winter 
ideas are not all gone. Nor must it be for­ 
gotten that the canvas of this season is an 
improvement on that of last, being better 
woven. Plain canvas comes for combina­ 
tion, or is a part of the dress pattern. 
There is also a prevalence of 
JAPANESE IDEAS 
As shown by crinkled surfaces and those 
peculiar designs liked by the Orientals. 
American silks imbued with these thoughts 
are extremely attractive, showing delicate 
colors or dark, while for combination, if 
desired, come remarkably pretty figured 
styles. For the youthful nothing sweeter 
can be imagined, but for older persons, or 
even the elderly, they are admirable wear, 
being dressy, cool ami novel. Other stvlish 
silks are wrought in the large twill which, 
in wools, has triumphed this winter. ' 
Satteens are hard to distinguish from 
silks, and in the flower patterns of India 
silks, now so much liked, or in tapestry 
cross stitch, will form attractive morning 
dresses. Thinner cotton goods imitate 
bareges and are queer-looking in hiero­ 
glyphic patterns or stripes. 
Ginghams in new and delicate shades of 
blue, pink or red with white, are cool look­ 
ing and admirably aiiapted to certain per­ 
sons. Some ginghams are embroidered, 
and we can remark the popularity of em­ 
broidery in other cotton goods, such as 
mull, both white and colored, and cambrics 
as well. 
Swiss muslins come embroidered in old­ 
time patterns or in stripes. Batiste will be 
in great favor both in cotton and wool. 
Large importations of thin vailings, albat­ 
ross, etc., greet us while among thin wools, 
varied fancifully, we notice crocodile 
cloth with stripes in self-color, or contrast­ 
ing, as also, cable cloth with thick cords in 
cross threads, to say nothing of canvas 
woolens woven in imitation of cotton goods, 
both being preludes to canvas-wrought 
silks brought out to a limited extent. In 
addition to these and other distinguished 
styles, Lord Taylor show as usual all 
manner of novelties in millinery. 
“ o n t h e l is t ,” 
And gre atly to be missed, were it not there, 
is the capote, which now seems an institu­ 
tion. Grandmothers to the contrary, there 
is a great deal of good sense in these snug 
little shapes. 
Easily gotten up, easily 
worn, not catching the breezes and blow­ 
ing off or threatening to do so.

Nevertheless,there 
has been something of the grotesque all 
winter, in the high perched front trimming

A passing drift cif 
boucle loopings has descended on certain 
straws, and there are fine corded bonnets 
crocheted in shell patterns. Tuscan and 
Leghorn straws comport with the yellow, 
which is tobefashionabletbisyearin milli­ 
nery, and lor inexpensive country shade 
hats wo see different colored straws woven 
in plaid patterns or in indescribable mix­ 
tures of color. Both Milan and Dunstable 
straws are noticeable. The most important

T H E G R A P E C U R E . 


New est K ink of the Florists. 
In the window of a Ohestnut-street florist 
a little vase contains a bunch of skillfully 
made artificial roses of various colors, from 
the creamy white of the Cornelia Cook to 
the royal velvety crimson of the General 
Jaqueminot, and each has a leaf or two 
turned down, on which in tiny, but well- 
formed, old English letters is a short motto 
of the “ Remember me,” "To my love” 
and “ Affections offering” order. 
The 
lettering is in black, save in the case of the 
dark red roses, in which case it is white. 
A placard tells the passer-by that writing 
will be done to order on the leaves of 
natural flowers, and, this being a novelty 
in Philadelphia, the florist was questioned 
upon the subject, “ Quite a new idea just 
brought over fiora Paris, where it is now 
all the rage,” he said, as he brought the 
vase of linen roses to the counter and ex­ 
hibited them. “These are, ol course, only 
samples,” he continued, “ to show the 
effect of the lettering on the various shades 
of roses or other flowers that have large 
enough leaves or petals to be thus treated ; 
but the effect is precisely the same when 
the natural flowers are used. No ; it does 
not cause the leaf to wither, and will re­ 
main perfectly legible as long as the flower 
retains its freshness, and of course, a 
customer can have whatever he chooses 
written on his roses if he does not desire too 
many words upon a leaf. The charge is 
50 cents for writing upon one leaf, but you 
can have four written upon for $1, and 
that is about as many as could be tieated 
on a single rose without marring its shape. 
The work is done by a young French­ 
woman. but the process is her secret, and 
she claims to be the only person in the (Sty 
who is acquainted with the art. From the 
appearance of the letters they are either 
carefully written by a steady hand or are 
stamped upon the petal. Speaking of the 
novelty last evening, a iady who has 
traveled extensively in F.urope said : " I 
noticed the flowers, but it is not the first 
time I have seen writing upon rose leaves, 
as in 1380, while in Vienna, my cousin, 
with whom I was traveling, received a 
bunch of roses on her birthday, and her 
name, thedale and “ many happy returns’ 
were most daintily inscribed on the leaves of 
three lovely pink roses that formed a por­ 
tion of the bouquet. They were a present 
from her father, who went into one of the 
leading florists to order them and was 
shown the process by one of the clerks. If 
I remember correctly, the writing was done 
with a pen. Since that time I have never 
seen anything of the sort, and had forgot­ 
ten the incident until I saw those artificial 
roses and the notice in the window.”

In selecting your 
husband you should not be guided by the 
silvery appearance, as in buying mackerel, 
nor by the golden tint, as if you wanted 
salmon. Be sure to select him yourself, as 
tastes differ. Do not go to market for him, 
as the best are always brought to your 
door. It is far better to have none unless 
you will patiently learn how to cook him. 
A preserving kettle of the finest porcelain 
is best, but if you have nothing but an 
earthenware pipkin, it will do, with care. 
See that the linen in which you wrap him 
is nicely washed and mended, with the re­ 
quired "number of buttons and strings, 
nicely sewed on.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR PLATFORM, 


A s A d o p ted a t P h ila d e lp h ia S ep te m b e r 
10, 1884, a n d S till in F o rc e. 
To those of our readers w ho are not ac­ 
q u ain ted with the principles upon w hich 
th e K nights of Labor organization is based, 
w hich O rder is rapidiy increasing in m em ­ 
b ership, and taking prom inent part in dis­ 
turbances between labor and capital at the 
present tim e, th e follow ing laid dow n as 
its platform will be o f in te re st: 
1. To m ake industrial and moral worth, not 
w ealth, the true standard of individual’ aud 
national greatness. 
2. To secure to the workers the full enjoym ent 
o f the w ealth they create, sufficient leisure in 
w hich to develop their intellectual, m oral and 
social faculties : all of the benefits, recreation 
And pleasures of association ; in a word, to en­ 
able them to share in the gains aud honors of 
advancing civilization. 
In order to secure these results, we dem aud 
sit the h an d , of the State : 
¡1- The establishm ent of bureaus of labor sta­ 
tistics th at we may arrive at a correct know l­ 
edge of the educational, m oral aud financial 
■condition of the laboring classes. 
4. That the public lauds, the heritage of the 
people, be reserved for actual settlers; not 
another acre for railroads or speculators and 
th a t all lands now held for speculative pur­ 
poses to be taxed to their full value. 
5. The abrogation of all laws that do not hear 
equally upon capital and labor, aud the removal 
of unjust technicalities, delays and discrim ina­ 
tions in the adm inistration of justice. 
6. The adip tio n of m easures pro riding for 
th e health and Mifety of those engaged in in in- 
iug. m anufacturing and building industries 
and lor indem nification to those .-ugaged there­ 
in fur injuries received through lack of neces­ 
sary safeguards. 
The recognition, by incorporation, of trades 
unions. Orders, aud such other associations as 
m ay he organized by the working masses to im ­ 
prove their condition and protect their rights. 
. 
The enactm ent of laws to compel corpora­ 
tions to pay th eir employes weekly, in lawful 
money, for the lal»orof the preceding week, and 
giving m echanics and laborers a first lien upon 
th e product <>f their labor to the extent of their 
lull wages. 
9. The abolition of the contract system ou ua- 
itonal. State and m unicipal works.’ 
10. The enactm ent of laws providing for arbi- 
tra'.iou between employers ami employed, aud 
*0 enforce the decision o f the arbitrators. 
11. The prohibition by law of the employm ent 
of children under 15 ycais of age in workshops, 
m ines and factories. 
12. To urohibit the hiring out of convict labor. 
111. T hat a graduated income tax be levied. 
And we dem and at the hands ot Congress: 
14. The_establishment of a national monetary 
system , in which a circulating medium in 
necessary quantity shall issue direct to the peo­ 
ple, w ithout the intervention of banks: that all 
th e national issue shall be full legal tender for 
all debts, public and private, and that the Gov­ 
ernm ent snail not guarantee or recognize any 
private banks, or create any banking corpora­ 
tio n s 
15. T hat interest-bearing bonds, bills of credit 
o r notes shall never be issued by the Govern­ 
m ent. hut that, w lien need arises, the emergencv 
shall be m et by the issue of legal-tender, uon- 
intcrest-bearing-m oney. 
16. Ttiat the im portation of foreign lalior 
un d er contract be prohibited. 
17. T hat, in connection' with the I’ostoffice, 
the Governm ent shall orgauiz; financial ex­ 
changes, sufe deposits, and facilities for the de­ 
posit of the savings ot the people in sm all sums. 
18. T hat the Government shall obtain pos­ 
session. by purchase, under the right of em i­ 
n en t domuin, of all telegraphs, telephones and 
railroads, and that hereafter 110 charter or li­ 
cense be issued to any corporation for the con­ 
struction or operation ol any m eans of tran s­ 
porting intelligence, passengers or freight. 
And while m aking the foregoing dem ands 
upon the State and National Government, we 
w ill endeavor to associate our own labors— 
19. To establish co-operative institutions such 
as will supercede the wage system, by the in­ 
troduction of a co-operative industrial system. 
20. To secure for both sexes equal pay for 
eq u al work. 
21. To shorten the hours of labor by a general 
refusal to work for more than eight hours. 
22. To persuade em ployers to agree to arbi­ 
tra te all differences which may arise between 
them and their employes, in order th at the 
bonds of sym pathy between 
them m ay be 
strengthened and th at strikes m ay be rendered 
unnecessary. 


N a tu re 's Q u e e r C ap er. 
Captain Jo h n L. M artin, a prom inent cit­ 
izen of this county, dropped in to see us on 
M onday evening last, and after exchanging 
th e com plim ents of the day, he th ru st his 
forefinger and th u m b into his vest pocket, 
tak in g therefrom an acorn ; handing it to 
ais, he said : “ Now, w hat do you th in k of 
th a t? ” 
T aking the acorn from his prof­ 
fered hand, we, after a brief inspection of 
th e sam e, perceived th at it was a fine speci­ 
m en o f the acorn—only this and nothing 
m ore, an d replied to his interrogation to 
that, effect. 
“ Very true,” said ho, “ but if 
I w ere to tell you th a t the acorn, as you see 
it there in its perfect state, had grown and 
m atu red on a pine tree, then you would not 
only consider it a fine specim en, hut a very 
rem arkable production, would you n o t? ” 
W e agreed to the proposition and asked the 
C aptain to explain, w hich he did in a brief 
an d satisfactory m anner, as follows : Near 
h is plantation hom e, w hich is situated 
e ig h t or ten m iles from this place, stands 
th e tree— a sim on pure pine—w hich bears 
th e u n n atu ral fruit. 
The tree is an ordin­ 
ary, m edium -size specim en of its kind, and 
to a person standing tw enty steps aw ay 
w ould attract no special attention am ong 
th e others standing thickly grouped about. 
A nearer inspection, however, w ould re ­ 
veal its- rem arkable 
identity. 
T hickly 
perched upon every twig and bow are to be 
seen these acorns, varying in size the sam e 
as they flourish on their parent stem , the 
oak. 
Interspersed here and there upon the 
tret' are the original pine burs. 
Captain 
M artin considers it a rem arkable freak of 
n atu re, and he is certainly correct. 
H e can 
fortu no plausible reason for the am alga­ 
m ation, and can not in any way account 
for the hybrid state th u s established. 
T he 
tree, w ith the acorns on, is there to show 
for itself, and the Captain will lake pleas­ 
u re in show ing it to any one w ho w ould 
like to see the w onderful curiosity. 
T h e 
acorn, plucked from this strange pine, is 
now on exhibition in our office, w here those 
desiring can have an opportunity of exam ­ 
in in g it.—(W ashington (Ga.) Reporter.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


TH£IK GREAT INCREASE IN NUM­ 
BERS AND POWER. 


They Are Opposed to Strikes, but 
S trike H ard W hen F orced 
to 
Do 
So. 


A gentleman in this city—who claims 
th a t he knows whereof he speaks—says 
there is a movement on foot in the Knights 
o f Labor organizations of this State to 
have the organizations in the Eastern, 
M iddle and Western States boycott all Cal­ 
ifornia fruit that is picked or packed by 
Chinese labor; that the petition will be 
backed by such strong arguments that they 
have not the least dot bt but that it will 
be adopted, and its adoption, they claim, 
will make all such fruit valueless, so far 
as shipping to 
an 
Eastern market is 
concerned. 
All 
shippers, 
it 
is 
said, 
who 
employ 
white 
labor 
exclusively, will be furnished, free of 
cost, a white labor stamp, that will be pro­ 
tected by law. the same as are all trade­ 
marks. The fruit-packing will be under 
th e surveillance of proper committees, and 
no producer or shipi>er will be allowed the 
use of the white labor stamp, who, in any 
capacity', employs Mongolian labor. 
T he knights of Labor are organizing in 
every hamlet, village and town upon the 
coast. A second organization of the Order has 
been instituted in this city within the past 
few days, and already the memlH-rship is 
quite large. In speaking of this rapidly 
increasing organization, the Philadelphia 
Record of a recent date says: 
The Knights of Labor are now taking in 
new Assemblies at the rate of fifteen |>er 
day. There has within a few months been 
3 great increase of the Order in conse­ 
quence of the unusually large accessions of 
trades unions, and other organizations 
which have come in in bodies, for the pur­ 
pose of having unity of action. W here 
arbitration faiis, the boycott is used to 
enforce the rights of labor.' This has united 
the labor clement and brought into the 
organization many heretofore independent 
societies. 
It is estimated that there are 
•JO 000 Knights in Montreal, where a few 
m onths ago there was not a single one. 
T he St. Louis district has forty-five local 
Assemblies and 10.000 members. 
The 
Rhode Island district has fifty locals and 
District Assembly No. 30, of Massachusetts, 
has over 300 local Assemblies. In Cin­ 
cinnati ten new Assemblies have been or­ 
ganized within the last few weeks. In Ten­ 
nessee steps are being taken to organize an 
Assembly in every- town and city in the 
State. An Assembly has been organized in 
St. Joseph, Mo., and three new Assemblies 
have been recently added—one of Germans, 
one of women and girls, and a third for 
m en. The spirit of unionism is at a high 
pitch in Baltimore, and all the skilled 
workmen in the city are in the Order. In 
Milwaukee the Order has absorbed all the 
workingmen and the trades organizations. 
T he great increase in the Order has been 
followed by an unusual num ber of strikes, 
some of the strikers joining the Order for 
the avowed purpose of getting a more ex­ 
tended support. A’i of the late strikes 
have been ordered by local organizations, 
and not by the General Executive Com­ 
mittee. These new Knights have not yet 
learned that the general policy of the Order 
' i opposed to strikes. 
The telegraph a few days since reported 
-a sm all portion of an interview with Grand 
Master W illiam Powderly.who Whs attend­ 
ing a meeting of the General Executive 
Committee in Philadelphia. Speaking for 
the Board he said : 
If many of the men who are striking 
would display a little more common sense 
and use a little more patience, they would 
get all they are striking for. and save their 
tim e and money. If they wouid exercise 
proper moderation in their demands, visit 
their employers and subm it their claims 
firmly made and properly represented to 
arbitration, I am sure that nine out of ten 
cases which end in strikes could be satis­ 
factorily arranged without resorting to such 
an expedient. 
In nine cases out of ten 
there would be no necessity for a strike. 
T h e time has come when "the shopman, 
mill-owner and manufacturer in every de­ 
partm ent of trade is ready to listen to the 
dem ands of his men and to yield to them 
when these demands are reasonable. 
Or­ 
ganization, discipline and the law of right 
and might in the case have brought about 
this change.'’ 
•' Arbitration, then, and not strikes, is 
.tjie theory of the order, said the reporter. 
“ Yes, arbitration always, when it is possi­ 
ble, a strike only as a last resort; but when 
(hat point is reached, strike hard, strike in 
earnest, and never surrender except to just 
concessions. W hy this Board,” pointing 
to the members who were listening, “ has 
since the 1st of January, settled by arbitra­ 
tion 350 cases, which would otherwise have 
resulted in strikes without the gaining of a 
single point by the strikers. The Knights 
of Labor, and other organizations in sym­ 
pathy with its plans, constitute at the pres­ 
ent time the most powerful organization of 
workingmen ever known in the history of 
the world. 
Its strength is increasing every­ 
day, and its influence is felt every day in 
every branch of trade in this country. 
It 
can always insist upon just demands, if fully 
considered and thoughtfully suggested. 
It 
cannot afford to fritter itself away upon 
every little pretense of wrong, hastily 
formed and nig-headedly insisted upon. A 
strike should be the last thing, when every­ 
thing else has failed, and not an everyday 
expedient, which, used as such, loses in 
power as it increases in frequency. 
In the 
old assemblies strikes were infrequent. It 
is new and as yet not fully developed or­ 
ganizations which, upon trivial causes, 
make this final and desperate appeal. As 
our organization grows there will be fewer 
strikes, because there will be less cause for 
them . Our power will in time be greater 
that men now think. 
It will last as long 
as we use it wisely. A strike is a bad thing, 
buu a boycott is worse in its results. 
A 
strffie stops production m erely; a boycott 
kills it. The strike of a week is only the 
loss of a week’s business; a boycott for a 
week can be the utter ruin of a business it­ 
self. 
We have never failed in a boycott 
w hich has been ordered by the Genera! 
Committee. Its effectiveness is undoubted, 
but it is an extreme power, which we use 
with caution.’’ 
" is there not danger that your Order 
m ay become involved in politics and then 
lose its power?” 
ffc” I have no fear of that. The matters in­ 
volved in the existence and work of the 
Knights of Labor are nearer to its m em ­ 
bers than the matters of parties in politics. 
W e have, as you see, on tbe committee 
members of the two old .parties. Grecu- 
bacKers ¡ with a smile) and other cranks 
like ntyaelf. We are not politicians here. 
W e have a method of dealing with those 
who are. and some have entered our ranks 
to serve political ends. 
We turn them out. 
W e have no part in politics. It is bread 
and butter, the rights of the employed, the 
material things of every-day life, that con­ 
stitute the elements which bind us to­ 
gether, and those are stronger than partisan 
political ties."

To D w a r f a T r e e .—A little white oak 
tree, growing in an ordinary flower-pot, 
makes a very pretty ornam ent for a window 
or a front yard. 
It is very easily grown. 
Select a sound white oak acorn in January 
or February, plant in rich earth in a flower­ 
pot, keep it in a warm place and well wa­ 
tered. 
In the spring, the little oak will 
make its appearance, and will require no 
care, except watering, and will withstand 
the winter if not too exposed to hard 
freezes. If the tap root is cut off in the 
early part of the next spring it will continue 
to grow aud put out new limbs, but will 
not get much taller, and by cutting back 
the central roots that will spring from the 
base of the tap root every spring, a few 
years will produce a dim inutive little oak.
